Another of those revolting scenes wnlch have 
come Qown to us from uarourous ages was eiiauted 
here tm s afternoon, and Ims caused a shndder to 
pervauo iho entire community. A poor negro boy, 
with but a moiety of mteiiigeiiee, expatiated the 
crime oi m urder upon the uaiiow-*. 
William E.i wards, alias Roaca, at a ball last win­ 
ter, defended his wife ugamst the insults and blows 
01 another negro man aameil Lewis vviisun, aud in 
the aifray, in wnicu three or four men strnck, beat 
and sidimped upon Edwards, he staboed ana kuled 
Wilson. 
He was tried and couvicted of the murder, 
aud about a mouth ago was re.st)ited by tne Uovetnor. 
but to-day suffered me penalty ol the law. 
Had he 
b e n white he uever would have been convicted, for 
uo jury could Have been found who would have 
found him guilty uuder the clrcauistauces; but os 
Ue was ‘‘only a nigger,” aud a poor one at that, ne 
was arljudged a proper vicilm for the gibtoL Seve­ 
ral efforts hart oeeti m ade to procure a comaiu'Ri.iou 
of tue sentence, but Governor McClurg uas turned a 
deaf ear to tne appeals In bchaU of tne culprit. 
'i'UlB m orning the District Alioruev, Cidef of 
Police and the C ounty Marsaal telegrapned the gov­ 
ernor th at Edwards did not deserve to nau g ; that 
the ends of justice would bo suoaervcd hy commut­

Tue while cap waa then drawn over lils head, the 
trap sprung and the poor, lrleudlc.is wretch hung 
between heaven and earth. 
For a moment hc was perfectly «tul, oat the next 
violent contortions began and a fearful struggle 
commenced, it was then discovered m at mo rope 
was too long aud m at me m an’s toes touched me 
ground. He tnrew Uis arms aud legs wlldiy about, 
aiteiuiited to tear tUe cup off aud ciu'LChed at the 
rope as though ho would lift himscil up, and when 
hiB feet’ touehe I the ground he would spring up 
several feet. The struggle was tcariui, aud the spec­ 
tators .stoo.l appalled.

The body was placed m a coilln aud given to the 
city nuderiakers for burial. Ths spectators dispersed, 
anil thus ended one of the m ost harrowing, barbar­ 
ous .and revolting scenes that has ever occurred in 
UiiH or any other city. 
Almost everybody present expressed disgust and 
abhorrenoe, aud scarcely a man could be found who 
did not Ucai'Uly pray lor the abolition ot capital pun­ 
ishment.

of the buoying, cutting 
and splicing of it in mid ocean, while the great 
ship that bore it rested on the heaving Atlan­ 
tic, and of the beautiful management of the 
whole work, reads like a romance.

important results must follow this enterprise. 
It will increase and quicken communication 
between the two continents, stimulate com­ 
merce, bring the nations of both into closer 
and more friendly contact, and ought to 
cbeapeu very much the telegraphic rate of 
charges. 
But there is room for more, and the 
more tiiere are and the cheaper the rate of 
charges, the greater will be the busincse. 
We 
have now the English and French cables, but 
we want an American cable—one to be laid by 
American capital and enterprise. 
What do 
our capitalists say ? 
Who will undertake the 
work? 
It is Intimated in a Boston contempo­ 
rary that tliere will bo a third cable within a 
few month.s, projected by American enterprise 
and worked by American capital. 
Wo hope 
tills is so. 
Rivalry is the life and soul of busi­ 
ness, and, as we said, there would be profit­ 
able work enough for another Atlantic cable, 
or for more than another one. 


C o a l .— Consumers should keep a sharp 
watch on the raanmavres of coal dealers.

On Sunday, the 18th of the present month, 
Don Carlos was announced as having disap­ 
peared from France and croBSod the border 
into the province of Navarre. 
From Paris we 
were told that be was “ hotly pursued” by 
French police on nearing the frontier. 
These 
officials, in general so active in tbe discharge 
of their duties and so unerring in their identi­ 
fication of individuals, failed to interrupt his 
journey—a fact which may be interpreted'as 
significant or the reverse by the public iu 
estimating the chances and consequences 
of the issue. 
The Carlist party in Spain 
assumed 
a 
“ threatening 
attitude" 
the 
very next day. 
Queen Isabella’s partisans 
commenced to agitate for war on the 20th inst. 
They tendered the military command to General 
Lersundi, formerly Captain General of Cuba, 
which that gentleman, for reasons best known 
to himself, judged it prudent to decline. 
The 
excitement extended from Madrid. 
It per­ 
vaded the country during the night, so that 
Barcelona, Cordova and Valladolid, with other 
important points, were In insurrectionary atti­ 
tude the morning of the 21st inst. 
Numerous 
arrests were made, and gonerak, colonels, 
sub-officers, private soldiers and peasants were 
classed by the Cabinet as malcontent, traitor­ 
ous, or in actual counter-revolution, on all 
sides. 
Napoleon employed himself as a neu­ 
tral and pacificator, ordering that all “ Span­ 
ish conspirators” should depart from the fron­ 
tier—a measure which proclaimed to the sur­ 
rounding peoples that Spain, even in her days 
of infantile democracy, could produce “ con­ 
spirators,” just as did France in her era of 
reasserted imperialism. 
Moved and influenced in such manner and 
by such causes, the Spaniards met in arms. 
A battle was fought at Ciudad Real, one hun­ 
dred miles distant from Madrid, on the 20th 
inst., between the civil authorities and the 
advancing partisans of Don Carlos. 
Several 
persons were wounded on both sides. 
The 
Carllsts were driven off or retired, their lead­ 
ers either escaping or being unknown. 
AcUon 
in the field was followed by secret caucus in 
the cities. 
The musket and sabre were, it 
was rumored, to bo exchanged for poison, 
the knife and the stiletto, the government 
announcing the discovery of a i'’-* E«ving 
i.« 
uie removal of the lead­ 
ing emancipators—Serrano, Prim and Ri­ 
vero—by assassination. 
Fevered, uncertain, 
aimless to some extent, and vastly demoral­ 
ized 
in 
national 
spirit, 
the 
Spaniards 
initiated the Cariist “outbreak” which we 
chronicle to-day. His adherents, the Basquinos 
particularly, are in arms in many hundreds, 
Ciudad Real being still their chief point of 
concentration. 
A battle was fought yesterday 
between bis men and the troops of the exist­ 
ing government, which resulted as stated 
above, and other engagements are expected 
momentarily. 
The Carlist s, to the number of 
four thousand, were at La Mancha last night, 
government forces being on their march towards 
that place with the purpose of attacking them. 
The Spanish question at home presents an 
eventful point in the European history of the 
day, a point which develops the truth of the 
embarrassing fact that “Not all the blood at 
Talavera shed, not all the laurels of Barrosa’s 
height” have “ won for Spain her well asserted 
right.” When, and by what agency, and In 
what form, will she obtain it ? 


B o u tw e ll f o r S to k e s .—Secretary Bout- 
well is getting on very well with the money 
question, but very badly on reconstruction.

T h e S a n d w ic h Is la n d s .—The letter w h ich 
we published yesterday from Honolulu, dated 
July 8, contains a suggestive account of the 
dull condition of business, especially in the 
sugar trade, for which the Sandwich Islands 
are In the main dependent on the United 
States, partlo»ilarly California, Oregon and the 
great West. 
It appears that the sugar kings 
of San Francisco might dictate terms which 
would decide three-fourths of the foreign 
population of the Sandwich Islands to become 
active advocates of annexation to the United 
States. 
As for the native population, sickness 
is prevalent, the mortality is unusually large 
and the next census, if allowed to tell the 
truth, will tell a sad tale regarding tlio decay 
of the aboriginal race.

T h ro ck m o rto n on T ex a s AflTalrs. 
The report which we published on Saturday 
of an interview with ex-Govemor Throck­ 
morton, of Texas, confirms our belief that the 
conciliatory coarse favored by Senator Wils on 
and other sensible leaders of the republican 
party, and tending to the removal of the disa­ 
bilities which have hitherto disfranchised vast 
numbers of the whites, will ultimately result 
in the satisfactory settlement of all the diffi­ 
culties in the way of Southern reconstruction. 
The plan which has proved successful in Vir­ 
ginia, and is beginning to work so well in Ten­ 
nessee as to secure the approval of even 
Brownlow himself, is not likely to fail in Texas, 
if the views of the more moderate and en­ 
lightened republican leaders should be re­ 
jected and the violent counsels of the radicals, 
who it now seems proable will soon be left 
out in the cold, should unfortunately prevail, 
the work of reconstruction would be indefi­ 
nitely delayed. 
But the reverse will, we trust, 
be tbe result, even if to obtain it the forma­ 
tion of a new party should be requisite. 
Ex-Govemor Throckmorton accounts for the 
disorders in Texas immediately subsequent to 
the late war by the lawlessness of certain dis­ 
banded Southern and Northern soldiers. 
He 
says that stories of outrages on Northern men 
are all the more extensively and readily fabri­ 
cated in Texas because that State happens 
u fc. 
íua nutu me centres of intelligence, 
and a lie can get such a long start before con­ 
tradiction can overtake it. 
Ho testifies that 
within the past six menths the people them­ 
selves, almost unaided by the military or civil 
authorities, have suoceeded in purging the 
State of almost all “its infused element of 
criminality,” and to-day there is as much 
respect for law and order and of protection for 
life and property in Texas as in any State 
of the Union. He adds 
“ We want Northern 
immigration and capital. 
We got some of It 
up to within twelve months ago; but the 
political uncertainty that has since prevailed 
stopped the flow completely. 
When finally 
restored no State in the Union will make such 
rapid progress as Texas.” Let us hope that 
this prediction will ere long be fully verified. 


T h e B u ild in g L a w s .— We published yes­ 
terday quite an exhaustive review of the 
building laws. 
It showed a peculiar state 
of things. 
While the laws prescribe the 
minutest details 
as 
to 
tbe 
size of tbe 
walls, columns, arches and the like for brick, 
stone and iron houses, the erection of frame or 
wooden buildings is left free under so-called 
“ permits,” issued by the Superintendent of 
Buildings as his own discretion may invite 
him to do it. 
This is all wrong. 
There is too 
much power placed in the hands ol one man, 
and though it may not be abused it is cer­ 
tainly liable to be misused. 
The case cited, 
that of the shanty on the northeast corner of 
Fifth avenue and Fifty-ninth street, is ^ strong 
one in point, 
The pennrt was at firsl re­ 
fused . but tfie owner, being a prominent ward 
politician, gained his object. 
Thus politics 
override the law in everything, and a poli­ 
tician, provided he belongs to the ruling 
cliques, may very much do just as ho likes 
and snap his fingers at the law and its officers, 
even at that mighty individual, the presiding 
genius of the “ executive department for the 
survey and inspection of buildings.” 


T h e In co m e T a x .— That portion of the In­ 
ternal Revenue law which relates to incomes 
winds up as follows:—“The taxes on incomes 
herein imposed shall be due and payable on 
the 8Uth day of April in each year until and 
including the year 187(1, and no longer.” A 
powerful pressure will be brought upon Con­ 
gress during its next session to abolish imme­ 
diately this unjust, unequal and consequently 
unpopular law. 
The condition of the finances 
of the country will warrant the abolition of all 
further tax on men’s earnings. 


S o r r y t o H e a r I t —That Senator Anthony 
is not collecting ammunition for a renewal of 
the war on Senator Sprague with the re­ 
assembling of Congress.

Thus we 
see the mighty agency of the modern press, 
and, what is more, the recognition by the 
statesmen, journals and people of Europe of 
the superior enterprise of the Independent 
press of New York. 
And here we may re­ 
mark that, in the interview with Count Bis­ 
marck referred to, that 
remarkable man 
showed that he fully appreciated the power 
and usefulness of tbe prese. 
Unlike some of 
our small politicians, he did not hesitate to 
grant the interview and to talk freely. Directly 
the application was made by our oorreepond- 
ent, and the object of it made known, he 
promptly replied, “Come at eight o’clock this 
evening';” and the great man was there to the 
minute. 
It will be remembered that on the 
occasion Count Bismarck spoke fully of the 
domestic politics of Prussia and Germany, of 
the character of the Prussian Parliament, of 
his own dlfflouUies with that body, of the want 
of comprehension of his grand and far-reaoh- 
Ing policy, of the affairs of Europe and of the 
international relations of Prussia. 
In fact, 
he spoke with less reserve and more fully than 
be would have done in a State paper or in a 
speech before the national legislature. 
He 
did this, too, knowing that what he said was 
to be published in America, and would go 
back to and be spread over Europe. 
Really, 
he made the H e r a l d the medium of defining 
his policy, both national and international, to 
the world. 
In this conduct, and in his recog­ 
nition of the power of the press, the Prussian 
statesman showed himself as great as in his 
government of Prussia.

At 
half-past two o’clock the Rev. Mr. Gardener, of the 
iierm au Evaugolleal Lutheran church, offered up an 
Impressive prayer, after which the Rev. Ur, Hall, of 
the First ITesbyterlan church, delivered the funeral 
oration, which was an able and fitting tribute to the 
genius, moral character and beniilcenoe of the de­ 
ceased. 
The Immense concourse of people then 
visited tha apartm ent where tbe remains wore de­ 
posited, to teke a last, long, lingering look on aU 
tliat remained of Iheir late benefactor and friend 
The remains were encased In an exquLsitc rosewood 
casket, massively mounted with silver. On the inner 
surface of the ild wae a sUver plate bearing the fol­ 
lowing inscription:-

At three o’clock the coffin was borne to the hearse 
by the following gentlemen who acted os pall 
bearera:-H qp.

Adams, Uonuio Allen and Andrew H. Green, of 
Brooklyn and New Tork. and Charles Hewitt, Tim­ 
othy Abbott, .Samuel K. Wilson and Allreil Living­ 
stone, ol Trenton. The cortege then comiuonooll 
moving down Broad street. 
Among the public 
bodies present were tne members of the East River 
Brklge Company, the mombere of the Trenton Board 
of H ade, the aieinbers of the Delaware and Eagle 
Hteam Fire Engine Companies, ol which the deceased 
was a contributing member, and about five hundred 
of 
the 
employes of the various iron m anu­ 
facturing conipuulcs of Trenton. As tho solemn 
pioccsalon

After thocollln had been conveyed through tho 
cemetery by the pallbearers, preceded by six clergy­ 
men.

THE CARLIST RISING IN SPAIN. 


Battle Between the Government Troops 


and the Carlists. 


A General Revolution Ex­ 
pected.

Madbid, July 26, 1869. 
At last the Carllst outbreak so long expected has 
occurred. Five hundred well drilled troops, under 
the command of General Saboriegoa, have taken the 
field near Oludad Real, where they w ere defeated 
and dispersed by the national troops com m anded 
by General TomabetL The battle took place In the 
morning, and it Is reported that the Carllst party 
loat fifteen to killed and a num ber of other* who are 
wonnded. Only three oilloers are reported killed on 
the tide of the government troope. 
Near the town of M anzauarles a strong party of 
the CarlUts also m ads a dem onstration, and subse- 
qnently snceeeded m interceptm g the raUroad tram s 
and cutting the telegraph wires. 
The latest aceounu state th at 4,000 Carllstt had 
arrived to the prorm ce of La Mancha, and that gov­ 
ernm ent troop* have been despatphed to the scene 
of action. 
The agitation is general throughout the whoie 
country, and the people are much excited over the 
late news. No further hostilities have as yet neen 
reported, although It u feared that a general rising 
may be expected aU over Spdto now that Don 
Carlos haa 
crossed the frontier and has opened 
communications with hia nnm erous partisans.

A despatch, dated the I8tb, from Madrid stated 
th at Don Carlos had disappeared from France and 
had crossed the Bpahlsh frontier. 
During his Jour­ 
ney be was hotly pursued by tho French police; but 
notw ithstanding all their vlgUance and activity, he 
succeeded to evading their wacchfalness. The police 
were thus 
defeated, 
their exertions went for 
naught aud the next heard of tbe Carllst leader was 
that ho had 
sucoeeded 
to 
gaining 
the 
pro­ 
vince 
of Navarre. The 
news 
of 
hla arrival 
snortly spread throughout the country and m uch 
excitem ent 
prevailed. 
Hla party became m ore 
outspoken, and expressions favorable to the canse 
were nnbllcly announced by his numerous partisans 
and supporters to the several provinces, but more 
particularly to the Basque provinces, the people of 
which are largely Im pregnated with Carllst doc- 
trm es. 
Within the last few days num erous arreste have 
been made at Valladolid, Barcelona and Cordova, on 
charges of fomenting Insurrection to favor of Don 
Carlos. Even officers of tho army occupying high 
positions were among the arrested parties. 
The 
fact that general officers and colonels of regim ents 
were among the guilty ones alarm ed tho government, 
and the most stringent m easures were adopted to dis­ 
cover to what extent the army was tainted by the 
treasonable sentim ents of the claim ant for the Span­ 
ish crown. The officers who were charged with 
being supporters of Don Carlos were summarUy 
tried and exiled to the Canary Islands. 
The Carllst movement, since the arrival of Don 
Carlos to Navarre, which news was confirmed on 
tbe 22d, has become more fonnldable than ever. On 
the 20th a slight skirm ish occurred at Ciudad Real 
between the civic authorities and a band of lasurreo- 
tionlste to the Interest of Don Carlos. The tosurgonts 
were defeated, but the oarlist spirit was not cxtlu- 
gnlshed, as wo find from the particulars of the late 
battle which has occurred at the same place, be­ 
tween a stUl stronger force of the Carlists under 
General Sabanegos and the governm ent troops 
under General TornabetL 
The presence of Don 
Carlos to Rpaln, and the communloatlons whicli be 
has been able to hold with the numerous esponsers 
of his canse, U creating tbe greatest excitem ent 
throoghout the peninsula, and cannot fall to prove 
anotner sore thorn to the side of the Spanish gov­ 
ernment.____________________

Your correspondent, in search of tho rebellious 
Oarlista who were said to have risen at Santa Cruz 
de Campescn, arrived at the ancient town of Vlttoria 
on tbe m orning of the 2d instant. 
As very few American travellers know much of 
the Basqne Provinces I propose to enlighten them a 
“wee bit” on the subject; for If prognostications are 
correct we may probably ere long hear something 
of these sym pathizers of Don Carlos. The Basque 
Provinces consist of those provinces bordering on 
the Day or Biscay, aud they are three—calie<l Alava, 
Vizcaya and G uipúzcoa-united, termed In Spanish 
“La Provincias Vasijongadas.” 
The Vascongadas are the Highlanders or Swiss of 
Spain, unconquerable, proud, clannUh, supersti­ 
tious and Carlists to the marrow. In many things, to 
language, in dress, to manners, m superaUtious 
Ideas, to boat opinion of tliomselves, they assimilate 
more, to my opinion, to the Welch. Each Vascon­ 
gada, os every Welchman, la a descendant of a king 
or a noble of high degree. Adam the First s]>oke 
Basque, though he Is contended to have spoken 
Welch. Noah spoke Basque. 
The ten oomiuand- 
m ents are said to have been w ritten to Basque; 
hence Is It that these provincials are such a hand- 
e, well-favored, Independent people. 
“Yrouos 
bastantes," (“Wo are enough” ) la tho m otto of tlicse 
people, ana is illustrated by three bands pointing to 
each other, called to their enigma, "irn ra e Bat." 
The peasants all wear cither red or blue hkuU caps 
of coarse wool, and tbclr wives glory In re<i hand­ 
kerchiefs and two long tresses of halt hanglug 
aduwn their backs (the longer the bettor; tho val.i- 
esv are those who have them daiigiuig on the pro- 
tnboranoes behluu). The men are very handsome,

for one sees humanity at work, feeling themselves 
ennobled by li, on the one hand, and on tne other 
shiftless humanity feeling its way by degrees to the 
grave, without tbe powers of hum an nature having 
been exorcised. 
There is In Uie above sketch as much of the m an 
ners and customs of the Vascoiigudjis as I dare p u t 
in a letter; but eiiough to m ake Tue teacher ac- 
qnainted with the canons customs of tbe people. 
As 1 alighted at tne station of M ttona 1 was 
assailed by a multitude of red-capped aud bloe- 
oapped men of the city, who, in pure Basque, 
shouted out the names of the hotels they respectively 
represented, pointing at Ihe same time to the omm- 
Duses which carried tho travellers te the city, dis­ 
tant from the station a short half'm lle. Tne red 
cape were the most num erous and possessed the 
healthiest lungs, for Fomla dé Pallares (Hotel de 
Pallares) aud Fonda V ittoru were neard oitenest 
and loudest. Fonda de Pallares being said to be the 
best I mounteil its omnibus, and when the other 
passengers had Uken their seatt we drove oif te 
Vltteritt. Wo had a fine glimpse of the prettiest 
valley to Spain, of the Pyrenees to the north and the 
Basque hills’ purplish bine, whicb almost snrrounded 
It, of the devious course of tho rivers, and of the n u ­ 
merous villages which dotted the vaUey with white 
specks iu the midst of vivid green. 
Fonda Panacea was reached in a short time, and I 
dismouuted and took a rest untu breakfast was 
ready. 
Breakfast despatched I took my seat to the dlll- 
gonco for Santa Cruzde Camiiescu. 
Our road lay westward towards the Atlantic, 
through tne valley of the Zadora. Wuocver has reau 
tbe “Battles of tlie Peninsula” by Napier can well 
Imagine how interesting each spot, each foot of 
ground was to me. This valley was a battle field 
wnen the armed legions of Portugal, Spain aud 
England matched themselves against Joseph Bona 
partc’s French army. Hero was the winding river 
of Zadora, Us precipitous banks near the hllU, the 
serpentine 
ridge, 
with 
lis 
rolling knolls; 
the 
bridges of Trespuenics, 
Mendoza, Villodas and 
Nauclares, the high road to Bllboa, the villages of 
Tubigana, Mauciares, Ailucz and tbe last defensible 
height one mile from Vlttoria, AU were in full view 
from the roof ot tlie diligence. The fords crossed 
and lecroased on June 21, lsl3, by hostile armies 
were each pointed out by a classical Basque man, 
who had a trraiidfather as scout among Haiicliez’s 
Partidaa The French nosliioos were shown out, 
Wellington’s also, with Its num erous knolls on the 
southern branch of the river, and with the aid ot 
Napier and my Infomier the battle of Vlttoria was 
rcBketchcd. 
Of all the thousands of dead, of great men and 
small, of generals and privates, who feU on that 
awful day not one memento, not one mound, grave 
or stone remains to tell the place where a w arrior 
lies. This Is glory witn a vcugeauco. 
But the imr- 
pltsii hills, tho turbid river, and the smiling plain 
which wiiucssod tiie great battle and heard the roar 
of two hundred pieces of artillery stlii are. still exist, 
speaking wiiuu->ses of the luslgnillcauce of mor­ 
tality. 
In the place where these two great armies were 
drawn up in lines of battic mUoa of Huidloriy poplars 
have been planted, ranged In rows aud solid squares, 
at Intervals, as if in sUrmlsUlng order; in den.se 
masses, as if preparUig tor the decisive shock and 
rush of the Dghu

waving with heavy- 
laden cars of wheat and barley and oats stand 
to such plenitude os could nowhere 
else 
be 
found except upon fields manured with the dead. 
Such richness of soli cannot be found in any part of 
spam as in this same valley of Zadora: sucn an 
abundance of wheal and other grains conid not be 
grown in any part of tlio world; such vivid, riant 
verdure cannot be seen anywnere else; such mag­ 
nificent poplars, snch cherry trees, snoh meadows, 
such happy farms, may not be found in any otiior 
land.

At midday the dlllgenoo arrived at Santo Cruz de 
Cauipescu, which is a one-horse town of 6,000 In­ 
habitants, whose forefathers bnUt thetr houses in 
the bosom of two ridges, that they might take 
refuge, in case of war. on the rugged tops of the 
hills, which are

The story of the Carllst skirm ish Is as follows:— 
On Thursday evening the hitherto quiet town was 
dlsturboil by hundreds of excited men rushing into 
the streets shouung, “Viva Cabrera,” “Viva Don 
Carlos VIL, King of Spain;” “Down with the 
liberals. Down with the governm ent.” They were 
armed with stakes of w oo^ scythes, pitchforks, and 
many of them had revolvers, which they kept firing 
into tne air, stepping every paseer-byand m aking 
him shout “ Long live Don carlos, and death to the 
liberals.” They were tmder the icaderelilp of the 
vlciir of the town and his brother, both priests. 
Hearing tho noise and firing tho Alcalde, a retired 
lieutenant colonel of the Spanish army, m ustered 
bis guardia civil and eome 
voluntarios dc la 
Libertad, 
and 
arm ing 
them 
with 
what 
muskets 
he 
had 
to 
the 
casa 
ConsUtona, 
be sallied at their head out into the street te m eet 
the tnaurrccuonists. When tho Alcalde’s force arrived 
close to tho Insurgents he ordered them to disperse 
quietly and go home, for their conduct wa.s against 
tue constitution. The leader stepped out and said 
they were detcriumed to have their fu ero s and in­ 
dividual rights re.spected, and neither Alc.iide nor 
government would m ake them l)o qnlet 
under 
tyranny. The Alcalde said that to take up arm s and 
disturb the public peace WHS not the way te obtain 
their rights, aiior which It is said that telling them 
once more to disperse, which was scornfully re­ 
sponded to, he ordered his baud or twenty guardia 
civil to fire. Diners say he did not, but th at the 
guardia civil llrc<i by orders of the 
Alguazil.

but the insurgents gave them no time to fire the 
second ttuie, for with a lerociuusshouithey charged 
upon them, using tlielr scythes and stakes ireelv. 
The Alcalde first was oauglit by a powerful man and 
stabbed In the breast, after which he was throwu 
down aud a crowd of them stood over his body, 
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digging the points of thetr scythes aud pitchforks 
into him. The Mguazll was also caught aud treated 
in the same manner, his head being literally hashed 
te pieces. Two of tho guardia civil were served 
llkewue to the same way, while before the now 
maddened citizens the police (led into tho Uasa C'oii- 
sistoria, which they looked up, and continued firing 
from tne windows, Anarehv now reigned tn tho 
town, which lusted till midnight, when seventy sol­ 
diers and guardia clvU from Vlttoria arrived, to

rebels. The Civil Governor of Vlttoria marched at 
the head of the detachm ent that want to the resoua. 
Ai the approach of the soldiery, however, the insur­ 
gents ficd to ths mouDtotus—the Vicar and hla 
brother to I’ampeluna, where they were arrested on 
the evening of Friday. The body of tbe Alcalde was 
lakcii up and the wounds exam ined. 
He bad re­ 
ceived thirty-two wounds from various klm toof 
weapons, most of which would have occasioned his 
death; tho Alguazil had reoeived eleven, m ost of them 
on lUo head: the guardian civil were pierced through 
and throiurh the body. Thirty of the insurgents 
were wounded more or less severely, thrao have 
since illed and more are expected te die. Between 
Tniirsday night and this m orning forty prisoners 
were taken la tho town and lU vicinity who were 
recognuod as having participated to the insurrec­ 
tion. 
The Minister of War has given ord erath at they be 
tried by court-martial to the course ol next week. 
It is siipiMis»! that tho Vioar and his brother will be 
Hhoi, aiKl two or three others, while the rest will be 
tran«lerre<l either to C outaor the Balearte Isles.

Tbla will 
make $40.000,000 of p reduction of the debt since the 
4th of March. Should Congress keep Its hands off 
and neither reduce the taxes nor increase the e i- 
penaei of the government. Secretary Boutwell hope# 
te reduce the debt about $100,000.000 during the first 
year of hla adm m utratlon 01 the Treasury. 
Besides 
paying tha ordinary expenses of the government 
aUd the interest on tne pufcjlc debt, tho duburse- 
mcTlta from tbe Treasury for the nex t two or three 
m onths will be heavy. At least $ 15,000,000 win be 
paldoM t for pensions, while tbe requisitions from 
th e a rm v on account of the Quarterm aster’s De­ 
p artm en t' will 
00 quite large.

The Secretary of the Treasury is In receipt 0» a 
letter fkom the Collector of Customs at New O'.uans 
eoverlng a communloatlon of William KoCreery 
relative to the im portation of coolies to;« thu 
country and asking lor Instructions of the depart­ 
ment. 
He repUes:— 
McCreery m istakes In stating that the act of Febru­ 
ary, 186'J, pruhlbltlng American citizens Irom en­ 
gaging to the cooiie trade has been abrogated. On 
the 16th of January. 1867, a resolutiun was passed 
uuanim ouslj by both houses of Congress expres.sing 
tho abhorrence of the people of tne United States 
for tho cooll* trad e * and la conformity with tn u 
resolution Secretary McCuIloch addressed to the 
Collector of New urieaus the letter of the 19th of 
August, 1867, of which a copy Is enclosed. 
Tbe 
additional article (five) to the treaty between the 
Cnlied btotos aud the Chinese empire, concluded 
at Washington tho 28th of July last, aud which now 
aw aiu the action ot the Enijieror, reprobates any 
other than voluntary em igration, and agrees to 
m ake it a penal oitonce te take Chuiese subjects 
from China without their free and voluntary con­ 
sent.

Governor Sharkey, of Mississippi, who arrived

Juuge Dent, he says, 
will undoubtedly receive the nom ination for Gov­ 
ernor from the Conservative Convention, which It is 
expected wUl meet to September. It Is thought the 
radicals will nominate Jam es L. Alcorn, a native 
Misslssipplan, who formerly represented the State In 
the United States Senate. Sharkey, who Is regarded 
as an extrem e m an of the State rights school, says 
the people of Mississippi arc anxious to get back 
Into the Union, and although under other clrcum- 
stanoea they would not, perhaps, take a republican 
like Judge Dent, yet they are compelled to choose 
between a m oderate m an like nlm and the extrem e 
radicals, and of the two cvlle they think they will 
take the least. The Mississippi politicians, of whom 
Governor Sharkey U a type, have concluiled that it 
is wise policy for them to follow the exam ple of Vir­ 
ginia, and uot only get Into the Union, bat obtain 
control of their own State affairs. The Governor 
thinks the M lsslsslpplnegroea will vote tbe conserva­ 
tive ticket In about the some proportion a.s they did 
to Virginia. Ho says they are gradually dropping 
off| from the radicals, and with the assurance that 
tholr rights will be protected, prefer, as a rule, to go 
with their old m asters. 
He expresses some fear 
that General Ames, who, he says, Is a violent radi­ 
cal, will nso hU Influence and power as military 
com m ander to defeat the conservatives, unless he Is 
cautioned on that point by President Grant. 
Increased P ay for Army OOiceni. 
A movem ent la being m ade by the officers of tho 
army to secure an mcrease la their pay at the next 
session of Congress.

P rospect In N orthw eM ern Illinois. 
[From the Chicago Times, July 23.] 
Mr. Thomas Whitney, of iiiw city, who recently 
left this city on a lour of crop Inspection, aud pasj*ed 
over the Chicago, Burllugton aud yulucy Rallro.id 
from Chicago to Quincy, and thence back to I’eona, 
stopping off at Intervals to exam ine the crops, 
writes to a friend lu this city from Peoria, uudof 
date of July 21, os follows:— 
Wheat looks reasonably well; only a little of u 
lo-lgcd; stands heavy but not extra. The larm ers 
count on twenty bushels to the atTC. 
I wou I esti­ 
m ate It at fourteen w fifteen. Twenty busce's 1 call 
a big yield. The scab is in lightly, but not so as to 
occasion much alarm . WUl be ready to cut lu ten 
days. 
Rains are uot Inflicting Injury to any o.xtent. 
As to corn fully three-quarters of It looks fair—aa 
good as you woula wish—siilemlul color, ihriitj and 
hearty. Of the remainder, oue-h.alf will be saved, 
aud oue-half the ultim ate lo.-w is due to shllilesa 
tanning. The poor corn Is m hollows airl ou wet 
laud. 
In fields where the corn is five feet high, you 
will find half an acre lu a hollow, where It is only 
five inches high, an.1 yedow at that. This will never 
am ount te much. From Chicago te Meiidota 1 did 
not find a farm er who thought more than one-fourth 
was poor and 1 place tee same estimate upon It. 
From Memlota to Galcalmrg and Quincy the pro- 
poiTlon would not be ouo-cighth, but I < ati U ail a 
quarter. The corn averages iroin throe to four feei 
high—a great deal of a IS live to six feet hiirh, and 
all topped out, and a great deal is higher than tho 
feuces. 
I was surpi IsCd to find It so high aud look­ 
ing so well. 
Down this wav, along tiio nver bot- 
tom.s, It iloes not look so well, but thi.s i.s only a 
Biiiiill portion of the corn country, uud while most of 
tho speculanon lia-« sprung fruiu the condition of the 
corn on ttiese hoitom lands it will not do to Judge 
01 tho crop from ilii.s standpoint. 
Aside from the 
iHjttoms the com averages about the same as along 
the Chicago, Uurliugtou and Quincy Kuilruad. 
Oats Hie tremendous, but lodged tn some places to 
a cuusiderublc o.xteut.

As the repaving of the streets is Just now attract­ 
ing a good deal of aiteutloa m Brooklyn it may not 
bo am iss cr uninteresting to take a look at what is 
now doing and what has been and is to be done in 
this departm ent of public improvement. As tho 
same public officers charged with the paving of the 
streets have also entrusted to them tho responsibility 
for all arrangem ents connected with tho water aud 
sewerage systems of the city it may not be im proper 
to sav BomotUmg ooucoriilug Uio condition of these 
departm ents. 
Until recently the care of tho streets and of the 
water shppiy had devolved upon separate commis­ 
sions. to one of Which was given the responsibility 
of the Water and Sewerage Departm enU; to tho 
other the paving and cleaning oi tho streets. But It 
was found upon trial that this division of labor did 
not secure the best re.«ults. Tho streets wore not 
kept clean, and when it needed to be done tho 
streets could not be repaved without the appoint­ 
m ent of a special commi.sslon. 
a* the W ater Coui- 
niissiouers had tho power to tear up any street for 
the purpose of putting down water or sewerage 
pipes It was thought that if the two brunches of 
work were given to tbe same officers that both 
would In all probabUity be better performed.

ural flow the water comes to East New York. It Is 
at that point pumped by two Immeuse engines 
Into the Ridgewood reservoir, capable of holding 
160.000.000 gallons.

The next mornlna was spent m an in- 
siiection of the mines, twelve miles distant, and the 
afternoon In a visit to the country residences of 
wealthy Calliornlans, iieiween San Josd and ,San 
Fraucisco. They arc all new places, even in compari­ 
son with the age of the country, wlUch dates lu set­ 
tlement back only twenty years: but they demon­ 
strate that nature sympatnlzes with the Californians 
In making this the rasicat country on wnich the sun 
ever shone, uur first visit was to the country seat 
of the Darron Urothers, an old Spanisb-Mcxlcan 
banking house, wealthy when they came to Califor­ 
nia, and immensely wealthy now. As a single Item 
of inooine, they a few years ago received $120,000 
for th^lr Claim to the Now Almadén minee. Two 
bachelor brothcri, iéven tears ago, commenced to 
Improve this place; it had the advantage of grovce 
ot mammoth live oak trees; otherwise whatever was 
acoomplishcd must bo tbe result of culture. The 
water for irrigation was bronght seven miles (Tom 
the mountains in pipes, a reservoir to give head for 
fountalnfl, Ao., being located on the way at an alti­ 
tude of 360 foot above thetr grounds.

Night 
brought ua to the country residence of W. D. Halston, 
cashier of the Rank of OalifornU. Ralston’s place

Adler (Cassei), Fhllippson 
(Bonn) and Joel (Itreslau), had previously reported 
in favor of tho three years cycle, tiiougti Dr. A<ller 
seems to be a decided ‘-iiioderado;” Dr. Joel tin- 
buud with considerable proclivity towards ol<l tra- 
dlilons, and Dr. Fhiilppsou the only decided "re- 
foi-mer.” T he debate assumed, as ou the day pre­ 
vious, a lively and nlniost obsimale charucu-r, re­ 
sulting, after having occupied several honra In the 
deleai of the three years cycle.

thoroughly appreciated and before long it will have 
ttttttined a very high and honorable standard. 
Hithorto the aunual cruises of the club have been 
som ewhat limlied, but the members, under the able 
advice of com m odore VoorhiB. are Inclined to ex­ 
tend it ten or fourteen days, in order th at nothing 
should be left nndonc to render the excursion com- 
plete and satisfactory m every respect. As the club 
is fust asauininK a very Im portant position in the 
yachting circles of the country it m erits that lavor- 
ubic recognition which all such associations m ust 
ever eiiclL And while tbe Atlantio Yacht Club may 
not po8.ses8 the largest and swiltest vessels in the 
country, (and the qe.estion may be reasonably dis­ 
puted), tt has done much toward the advancement 
of yachltng In America. On that account, therefore, 
it m erits commendation. 
Tho appearance of tlie fleet this morning was 
beautiful in the extrem e. Setting aside the rtellght- 
Tul Bcenery wlnob snrroundea It, and the circum . 
stances which contributed to its brlRiant display, the 
yachts themselves looked remarkably 
lino. The 
Hues of nearly all the vessels in the harbor, great or 
small, wero the adm iration of the numerous .specta­ 
tors who, from tbe shore, viewed them with criticul 
eye tne livelong day. The fleet came to anchor at 
Whltestune on Saturday morning, shortly belore 
noon. Most oftho yachts had then arrived, though 
many were still expected.

Continued Success In Experimental Messages— 


Secretary Fish Announce* tlmt the Govern- 
mcitt Will Not Interfere with tbe Cable- 
When Business Will Commence— The Cele- 
bration. 


DUXBDBT, July 26, 1869. 


The whole of to-day has been occupied by the 


Frencu cable electricians In tests and experiments. 
Numerous messages of a private nature have been 
transmitted 10 and received from Brest direct, an§ 
tlie experiment of working witu St. Pierre and re- 
peating from there to Brest has also been tried. In 
the latter case about twenty-five words per minute 
were transmitted, and on working direct to Brest 
elenteen words per minute were easily sent. 


Sir James Anderson arrived tins morning, and 


after witnessing the working of the cable expressed 
himself satisfied beyond anticipation. 
Count de 


Favorney, tne French Charge d'Affalres, and Mr. 
Watson, the American agen» of the caole company, 
were also present during the successful experi- 
ments. 


During tne day a message was read from the 


Secretary or state, giving assurance that no inter- 
ference witn the working of the cable would be 
maiio on the part of the government, and that busi- 
ness could commence at any time. The communi- 
cation was Immediately forwarded verbatim to the 
president or the company m France. Notwithstand- 
ing this action on the part of the government it is 
Hardly probable that the cable vnli be ready for busi- 
ness before several days. The land line between 
here and Boston, where it is connected with New 
Tori via the Franklin line, will not be finished be- 
fore the miadle ofthe week, but the ground or trench 
cable between the Hummock and the office In Dux- 
bury village will be completed at an early hour to- 
morrow morning, and then messages will go and 
come direct from the Bank Building to the extreme 
foreign end ofthe cable, the station at the Hummock 
being cut out, of course. 


The celebration to-morrow promises to be largely 


attended, and formal messages of congratulation 
will probably be exchanged between the leading re- 
presentatives of the American and French govern- 
ments.

bury, moss.— The Ancient aud Historical 
Landmarks— Points of Beauty and Interest— 
A Few Observations About the People— 
What the Town Has Been, What It IB, and 
Wbat it Oaght to Be. 


DDXBOKY, Mass , July 28, 1869. 


After a week's patient waiting on the part of the 


HBKAJ.D correspondent his anxiety has been relieved. 
The little fleet so long expected has arrived, ana 
leu in its trail, on the bed of vhe ocean, a. continuous 
and uninterrupted cable through, which the electric 
current flows from the shores or Massachusetts to 
the coast or France. No officious government offi- 
cials have appeared, no warning to keep away Das 
been received, but everyttuns has gone forward 
rapmly and successfully, and one of the greatest en- 
terprises of the age has been completed. The great 
Franco- American telegraph cable is laid, the msul- 
lation Is penect, and in a few days it will be in 
active competition with the rival Atlantic company. 


The presence hereof the American terminus of 


tne new cable Is of course regarded as a great event 
in the history or -this obscure and hitherto almost 
unknown town of Duxbury. The cituens very pro 
perly think that it is an event which will cause them 
to be known and spoken about all over the world, 
and with this vanity, consequent upon sudden re- 
nown, they are of course in high glee. AS a town 
Duxbury is not a very bad place; but there are many 
modern acquisitions to civilized life which, if ap- 
plied Here, would greatly improve it, Nature has 
been very liberal in its endowments everywhere 
around here, but the traces of art, thrift, enterprise 
and the general results of that go-alicadativeness so 
characteristic of ilie Yankee nation are only con- 
spicuous on account or their absence. To use a 
popular &nd expressive terra, the town has, in late 
years, absolutely "gone to seed." Tnose who are 
familiar with New England character will know 
that there is some 
reason for this other 


than apathy 
on the part of the 
citizens;

in this extreme

the country where the inhabitants are not possessed 
of ao ambition for wealth. In this town tnere 
seem to be two distinct cliques 
One is composed 


cf venerable and wealthy citizens, who have an 
abundance for their remaining days and are indif- 
ferent to fame or the welfare of their successive 
generation; the other class is composed of the 
genuine representatives of young America: but they 
are in the minority in numbers and comparatively 
Insignificant in point of wealtn, and hence the ex- 
planation of the absence of a railroad and other 
modern agencies of civilization and the lamentable 
aecay of tne town generally. But the day of jubilee 
has come. There are good times in store for old 
Duxbury yet The presence of the American term! 
HUB of the great Franco American telegraph cable 
will impart new life to )ier, and she will some day 
be justly celebrated as one of the chief points of the 
•whole American coast. She will probably never 
aspire to a metropolis, but after the few old fogies

Importance in this country and one of renown all 
over tbe world. A week's visit here by a person 
even prejudiced, and these same happy reflections 
and honest opinions or her future career will surely 
follow. During the past few days of "heavy wait- 
Ing" for the cable to arrive it occurred to your cor- 
respondent that, in view of the prospective impor- 
tance which is to be hereafter attached to this place, 
It would be timely and interesting to dig np some of 
the interesting facia of Its early history and sapple- 
meiit the same with a little narrative of important 
events in later years. In doing this I have conversed 
freely and at length with that honored individual 


Mstory mere is fttjrjr interesting story told by the 
generation of the present day, ana the name 
"Sodom" 13 said to have come from this same story. 
It is told to me that on one of the roads leading irom 
the inland towns was situated the house of Dr. John 
Wadsworth, who was noted as rather an eccentric 
individual. By his doors frequently passed the ad- 
venturesome sons of farmers of the interior, eager 
to ship themselves on some of the fishing vessels 
which were then leaving Dnxbnry at the proper 
season. At one time a party of three going by asked 
the Doctor the distance to "the village," and the old 
physician's reply was, "Oh, you are eomg there, are 
you? That place is Sodom, and it Is going to be 
sunk, and it you will wait l will give yon a rhyme 
about it— 


The Swamptaeers avoid all fears, 
A UsMngthej willgo, 
If tbeyeiuiDeh—II It will be veil, 
But that lliey won't, 1 know." 


And with most profane but solemn warning he dis- 
missed them, and for a long time after the locality 
was known as Sodom. 


While transcribing the foregoing incidents I was 
fortunate enough to discover among the ancient 
manuscripts in the back part of the Holjr Boot mate- 
rial for quite a history of the town, and I ven- 
tured to suggest to my aged friend that I could pro- 
bably facilitate my labors by referring 10 them rather 
than troubling him with any further questions. He 
agreed with me, and while he went to attend to some 
of the stocK of the farm, or '-to do the chores," as 
he termed it, I improved the time by taking full 
notes of the town's history. I ascertained that the 
town originally comprised not only what is now 
Duxbury, but also the towns of Marshfleld, Pem- 
broke, Hanson and the Brldgewaters, all of which 
were set off between the years 1620 and 1668. The 
outline up ol the original town was not without 
opposition and some little excitement, and on 
one occasion there was a local 
difference 
about the erection of a bridge, and the triumphant 
party celebrated then- victory in a manner quite im- 
posing. During the present century there have also 
been numerous strifes about this same bridge, and 
those who desired to maintain it having *een suc- 
cessful in their effort, there followed a second cele- 
bration, on which occasion there was a temporary 
arch erected over the bridge, on whicn was perched

The chief business of the town in late years was 
shipbuilding; but even this nas now almost entirely 
died out. ihe absence of a railroad is the attri- 
buted cause, and this agent of civilization havme 
penetrated the neighboring town or Plymouth the 
business has gone over there.

towering against a background or nnrading green, 
add gladness to the scene. The glassy surlate of the 
bay within, with its gentle rlpplings on the shore be- 
neath; the musio of the dashing waves on the beach 
without, give quiet to the mind ana peace within. 
Before yon, m the distance, at the east, appear the 
white sandhills at Cape Cod, shining beyond the blue 
expanse, and seeming to encircle by its protecting 
barrier a spot dear to the heart of every descendant 
of that pilgrim band. Still nearer, at your teet, are 
the pleasant bays of Plymouth, Kingston and Dnx- 
burv, enlivened by passing boats and sheltered 
from a raging ocean by the beach, crowned 
at its southern extremity by a lighthouse, 
and with the extending arm of Lagnlsh enclosing 
tue island of the Pilgrims. Turning your eyes to the 
south they fall in succession on the promontory or 
Monauaet, ou the ancient town of Plymouth, rising 
beneath, and, as if under the projection of the 
mound beyond, the resting place ef the Pilgrims' 
dead. Extending your eyes over the forest at the 
northwest you see the Bine Hills or Milton, ascend- 
ing far above the surrounding country, while nearer 
at the north, are the villages or Duxbury and Marsh- 
field, scattered over the fields, whose white cottages 
shlnine in the sun, offer a pleasing contrast to tne 
scene. Below you and around you once arose the 
humble abodes of the Pilgrims. Turn your vision as 
yon may and you will reel that you are gazing on 
a scene of more than ordinary interest, full or the 
most grateful recollections, ana of a nature tne most 
agreable and pleasing-

Their ideas of the 
outside world ure chiefly derived irom what they 
have seen or heaid of missionaries, who have in- 
verted the legitimate order of things, and have pre- 
ceded, instead or lollowiug, in the track of trade. The 
oatt<es, then, to be fougnt are, it is true, with the 
local officials, but certainly not by means of gun- 
boats. \\emustbegm at the fountain head. The 
imperial government must first be made to leel that 
the greater the extension of trade the greater the 
profit to the imperial exchequei. Then it must oe 
led to see that ihere is a vast field for the develop- 
ment of this benencial commerce among the sw arm- 
ing multitudes in the interior of China, and that this I 
development is comnletelv barred by the working of 
tne official machinery and the opoosition of the in- ' 
tsrested literati aud gentry.

The false interpretation of Ausfcla's attitude in 
the Franco-Belgian difficulty will be removed 
by the authentic ev -lanaMons given in a note Irom 
Count Beust to the Austrian Envoy at Dresden.

British Cabinet showed itself less favorable to Bel- 
gium making the needful concessions than was m 
accordance with the common interest. 
in Koine tne government has simply had to up- 
hold on tlie basis of the constitution the inde- 
pendence of the State legislation of the monarchy. 
But special negotiations with the Court of Home 
were required.

The Telegraph Bill. 


The bill brought in by the postmaster General for 
the transierence of tue telegraphs to the government 
was primed oa Tuesday. Tue preamble lecites that 
by .the Telegraph act, 1363, the Postmaster General 
is empowered to purchase the whole or any part of 
any telegraph or other company authorized to trans- 
mit telegraphic messages in the United Kingdom, 
except the underlines of the Atlantic Telegraph 
Company and the Anglo-American Telegraph Com- 
pany; that ne is required to make one uniform 
charge for the transmission of messages throughout 
the United Kingdom; that a monopoly should be 
granted to the government and that agreements 
snooid be entered into with the several telegraphic 
companies for the attainment of these objects. The 
bill gives power to tne Postmaster General to have 
tae exclusive privilege of tiansmittmg telegrams 
within the United Kingdom, with the followia" ex- 
ceptions:—Messages in respect of which no chanre 
Is made transmitted by a telegraph maintained or 
used solely for private use, and messages sent by a 
railway or canal company in conformity with tne 
provisions of the Telegraph act, 1868. Any person 
transmitting any telegrams in contravention or the 
exclusive orlvilege or the Postmaster General will be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding nve pounds. The 
commissioners of her Majesty's treasury may raise 
for the purposes ot the telegraphs acts of 1868 and 
1869 any sum not exceeding In the whole £7,000,000 
sterlmc by tne creation of terminable annuities for 
any 
period 
of 
years not exceeding 
thirty, 
or 
by the 
creation 
of 
exchequer bills of 
exchequer bonds, or of three pound per cent 
per annum capital stocks oi annuities. 
The 
amount so raised shall be 'placed TO an account in 
the Bank of England m the names of the Commis- 
sioners of the national debt, and shall be at the dis- 
posal of tne Postmaster Genera!. The cross revenue 
received for tne transmission of messages shall be 
jaid into the exchequer to the account of the consol- 
idated fund, and the expenses Incurred in working, 
maintaining or extending telegraphs shall be paid 
out of moneys io be voted by Parliament. There 
shall be laid before both honses of Parliament on or 
before Marcn 31 in each year an account showing 
the gross amount received ilurmg the previous year 
ending December 31, the amount of expense, and the 
balance remaining. Every written or printed mes- 
sage delivered at a post office for the purpose of 
being transmitted by a postal telegraph shall be a 
post letter withm the meaning oi the a« passed in 
[lie first year of the reign or her present Majesty, 
chapter 3«. 


Oimiions of the English Prciu on Napoleon's

AS wnl readily be comnrehended, we reserve to 


ourselves a more mature consideration of this im- 
ponaut document, audtliat for the moment, on a 
liiat impression, we can only judse it lu a summary 
manner. We believe, however, that we correctly ex- 
pre»s the opinion which at present prevails in Paris 
in stating that the public has received the manifesto 
lavorablv: Iliac It Is considered to contain tho oi<»- 
menus oi very serious reiorms; tnat witnouc doubt- a 
arm reliance is placeu on tue complete development 
of these changes in all their legitimate consequences, 
but that, m the meantime, the gravity or the paciuc 
evolution which is being accomplished Is fully com- 
preiioiKieu, Brauui,ation is felt at the prompt and 
nueral response which lias been nude by the Em- 
peror to tne wisnes ol the country; and, finally, tho 
idea is entertained that ttiere is no possibility of 
undervaluing the importance of these concessions 
and that there would be injustice In not testifying 
some gratitude ror them. 


The Pans Constnulionnel same date:— 
On the Sth of June last a seditious demonstration 
took place m the streets of Pans. The Emperor's 
reply to tue distuibance was the letter addressed by 
niui to Baron de Hackau. A month alter, the con- 
stitutional opposition, united to an imposing fraction 
of tae majoiity, defined the wishes of the nation in a 
clear, precise and respectlul declaration. The Em- 
peror's reply to the interpellation of the us is con- 
veyed in tue message presented to the Chamber. We 
have now made a great advance in the path of par- 
liamentary liberties, and It becomes us at once to 
congratulate aud thank Ms Majesty for an actot 
prudence, winch Is, at the same time, one of politi- 
cal abnegation. 
Undoubtedly, all our wishes are not 
realued, and the imperial message leaves a doubt 
impending over certain questions which we would 
desire, and which we hope to see, settled. But 
Kapoieon in., as he himself says, has often 
shown 
how much he is disposed to satisfy 
the 
public 
interests. 
If 
the 
reforms 
an- 
nounced prove insufficient we entertain a firm 
hope mat the Emperor will complete them. The 
Empire stands firm against the menaces of the 
street, but always yields to the wise counsels or pub- 
lic opinion. The message Is a document or such im- 
portance that we ougnt not to content ourselves 
with merely a brief criticism; we shall return to the 
subject. 


The Paris Siecle (also writing In ignorance of the 


prorogation of the Chambers):— 


What are these reiorms ? Are the 3,500,000 men 
who voted for the ooposiuon expected to be grate- 
lui for themv Psuaw l Tney claimed democratic 
institutions, they required the emancipation of uni- 
versal saflraje, tney believe that the election of 
mayors would be at once accorded to them- they 
imagined, good, simple lolk, that personal power 
was about to disappear before then- imposing mani- 
festation. 
Parliamentary reforms are granted 
which we will not depreciate, for theyha^e an in- 
contestable utility, but which are absolutely insuf- 
ficient.

The evening papers, writing with a run knowledge 


of the facts, are far more explicit In the expression 
of tneir opinions. We subjoin the gist of their re- 
marks.

In spite of the injudicious abdication of tue "Left 
Centre, "and the still more to be deplored proroga- 
tion or the Corns Legislate, yesterday will rank as 
a memorable date In the political history or ou-- coun- 
try. Personal rule has unquestionably capitulated 
Tl e congratulate tne Emperor m not having tried to 
get out or the difficulty by resorting to a niewscite 
which never proves anything, and wliich would' 
have left him rather m a worse position than before. 
What made a stron™ Impression on him was no 
doubt the fact ol so many members, returned under 
official pressure, turning against the system 
That 
impression was so strong that he decided on antici- 
pating the interpellation. All that we liave no reason 
to complain of. Every covernment is free, at its 
own risks and peril, to choose-its own tactics and 
Its own time. But that which is both mean and 
Injudicious Is to have prorogued the Corps Legislatir 
at the very time when his Majesty nad made up his 
niind to take the one lorward step, and make con- 
cessions to the' Legislature, in order to keep up an 
appearance of initiating these reforms, and to de- 
prive the depunes of an opportunity of making 
Known their opinion on changes that concern them.

A Chamber such' 
as it appears the Emperor is desirous of re-estab- 
lishing, ought to be aole to question the govern- 
ment when and now it things necessary to address 
H when it thinks pioper. absolutely in the same way 
as the Emperor addresses tne Corps Legislator; ana 
to regulate lot- itself its faculty of amendment, and 
even share with the Crown tne initiative of laws. 
All this forms a part of the autonomy of the Cham - 
ber. and is always understood so in iree countries. 
Coula there be any greater fiction than tnat of at- 
tributing to one man, the Emperor, the lacnlty of 
conceiving a bill and of understanding the justice of 
it, or of seizins the moment opportune for Its Intro- 
duction * What a contradiction to bargain with tae 
representatives of the country on public affairs, 
while the government replies to all the interpella- 
tions ol the press by a deluge of .comnuaiigues. It 
win be easily seen that on the points indicated mere 
was plenty of matter which required clearing up be- 
tween the government and the Chamber.'

BELGIUM. 


The Settlement of tUo Franco-Belgian Dis- 


pute. 


[From the London Telegraph, July 15.1 


On Tuesday, the 13th, the text ol the Franco-Bel- 
gian Convention was male public throu_rii the 
French oulcial journals. The reports that the "ov- 
emment of lie'glum had granted every important 
concession or principle, in obedience to the remon- 
strances ol our Foreign Ofllce, are dispelleJ bv the 
simple fact that no such concessions arc granted. 
The high contracting parties have agreed that the 
Great Eastern ot France and the Grand Luxentbnr" 
of Belgium may conclude traffic conventions with 
each other npon certain terms, of which the follow- 
ing are the most noten ortiy. The Eastern Railway 
may henceforward run thiougli trains between 
Antwerp and Basle, the management of these trains, 
while upon Belgian territory. to be lu tue sole charge 
ol Beiwan railway servants. One or more accred 
lied asenis of the company may be Dermitted to take 
up their quarters at the Antwerp terminus, with the 
object of developing tramc over the French lines. 
Carriages of Hie Eastern may be attached to the Bel- 
gian trams, and reductions in tue tariff may be 
made Between stations in France and statto ns in 
Belgium, 
provided that 
sucli reductions are 
not inconsistent with 
the tariff 
or the Bel- 
gian line. 
Similar privileges are accorded to 
rue Grand Luxemburg m France; and it is further 
provided that no reduction Is to take place in the 
rates between Switzerland and Holland which, 
might induce Swiss shippers to send their goods to 
Dutch ports rather than to tnose of Belgium. More- 
over, by a separate convention, the Eastern of 
France is entitled to advance money to the Nether- 
lands Company ror the purpose of defraying the loss 
on the Llecc and Limbnrg branch; these advances 
not to exccea £72,000. and to be recovered with in- 
terest at four percent on the receipts of the branch 
la question; the Belgian government having the 
right at any time to resume lull possession of the 
Dranch now worked by the Netherlands Une, ou con- 
dition of assuming the liability lor any portion of 
tue aavuut^u3 atiu unpaid. Nothing could be moie 
satisfactory as a setllenient of a commercial ques- 
tion which never should nave intruded Itseir into the 
domain or international politics.

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THE LABOR QSESTieff. 


State of Trade—Condition of the Trade Socie- 


ties—Their Numerical 
Strength—Rate of 


Wages at Present Received. 
.The trade societies or New York and Brooklyn 
were never so powerful as they are at the present 
tune. Greater interest is manifested in trade or- 
ganizations than Was the case two years ago, and 
nearly every good workman, In every branch of In- 
dustry, is now a "society man." There is probably 
not a plasterer in the city—unless he be a "boss"— 
that is not a member of the plasterer's society, aud 
it is this close union that has enabled this body to 
dictate terms to employers. 


The number of successful strikes that liave oc- 


curred this year has greatly augmented the strength 
of many unions. If a strike Is successful it results 
in bringing more society men into the circle of 
"unionists;" if the reverse, the men that are op- 
posed to strikes—and there are a great many in 
every organization—frequently leave the society. 


The stories told about "hundreds of workmen 


walking the streets in search of emoloyment" have 
no foundation. No skilled mechanics are "walking 
the streets" for the purpose described, although, 
there are a great many laborers, porters, clerks and 
others of this class out of work. 


TOE DRY GOODS CLERKS. 


The young gentlemen wlio serve behind the coun- 


ters in the fashionable dry goods stores are perhaps 
the greatest sufferers at this time. The ladies who 
keep them busy are gone to Saratoga or some other 
place, and the consequence is that employers, in the 
absence of bns'ne^s, are outline down expenses aud 
the number of employes. Within two weeks Stewart 
lias dfscharged over seventy clerks, and all Hie other 
large stores, with few exceptions, have reduced 
hands proportionately. This places tne clerks lua 
very bad position, for they cannot now obtain em- 
ployment, aud few can save money enough Irom 
their scanty earnings to carry them over the dull 
season. 


Btrn/niNQ. 
The bricklayers, plasterers, carpenters and other 
trades engaged in building are tolerably busy, when 
the season ol the year is taken into consideration. 
A large number of residences are In course of cou- 
structiou between Fortieth street and the Park, 
while tlie continual demolition or the small houses 
on Broadway and the erection of magnificent stores 
*n their places furnishes a vast amount of employ- 
ment. In West Broadway and Crosby street a num- 
ber of new houses aie in coarse of erection. The 
old frame nouses oa both these thoroughfares are 
rapidly disappearing, and ere long, in place of ne- 
gro dens and bagnios, merchants' offices and stores 
mil appear. As mentioned above, all tne mechan- 
ics and laborers ensaired in building flnd plenty or 
work at established wages. The oncning ol Church, 
Chatham and Pearl streets, aud the demolition of. 
the old llospitai furnish work lor 400 men. 


TIIE IRON TKA11E. 
The use of iron in the construction of houses has 
lent an additional impetus to tins branch of in- 
dustry. Nearly all the large stores now in course of 
erection have iron fronts, and In every case the first 
story is of iron. Buildings like that of the Equitable 
Insurance Company have iron rafters, and in many 
cases the door jams and window Irames are of iron. 
The result is that Iron moulders are In great de- 
mand, and the wages ol the men, that have been very 
low, are gradually coming up witli the times. 


MARltLE AM) UltOWN STONE CUTTERS. 


Tin1? class of mechanics Is very busy and earning 
good wages, varying Iroin nve to seven dollars per 
day. Tne magnificent structures that our merchants 
and companies are now putting up, asib well known, 
are costly in tue extreme. Handsome coraicesV 
pillars with carved capitals, aud neb. balustrades 
are usea, eivlug lar more worL to the marble cutter 
und polisiier tnan In days gone by, wuen to use 
white marble witnout any carving was considered 
an extravagant proceeding. Both marble and brown 
stone cutters are now in great demand. 


SHIPBUILDING. 
There is no greater activity lu the dockyards in 
this vicinity to-dav than two years a"-o. 
The 


policy oi the administration, and the strikes of 
employes in the yards, have practically put an 
end to sliipbuildmE at this port. A few ferry- 
boats aud schooners are all that can be seen upon 
the slocks. Perhaps Poillon's yard at Greenpomt ta 
an exception, that gentleman having the contract to 
build thirty gunboats for the bpanish government 
Very few repairs are done in Sen- York, unless they 
are of such a character that the vessel cannot get 
away to any other port. Repairs to all the steamers 
of note are done upon "the other sme," where mace- 
mi and labor are cheap. 


OTHER TKADE5. 


All the branches or the large family or tailors have 
had their "strike" this year, and as a general thing 
improved their condition. The cutters obtained an 
advance of four dollars per week, and the man en- 
gaged in making up carments at the first class 
houses got an advance; only the manufacturers who 
take cloiinng away to make up were defeated 
1'ancy work—by which we mean the makin" of 
artuicial flowers, ladies' hair nets, paper boxes°for 
candies, India rubber and horn jewelry and toys 
gives employment to thousands of bo> s- and girls 
men and women. This branch of trade is rapidly in- 
creasing in New York, and a great deal of the lancy 
articles now made equal in delicacy of execution tne 
damti productions of France and Germany. 


The waiters, recently defeated m (heir strike for 
higher wages, have all found employment. 


Cabinetmakers report trade cooa ana the rate of 
wages improving. 


THE TRADE SOCIETIES. 
Ths number of trade societies in Uew York in- 
creases very rapidly; indeed there are but few work- 
ers who are not bound together m an alliance "de- 
fensive,"' if not offensive. The public, however 
never knows of their existence unless a strike' 
occurs. It is only the large societies that receive 
particular attention from the press. The following 
is a list of the principal labor organizations in this 
city, with a statement of the numerical strength of 
each, and the rate of wages at present received 03 
the members.

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THE CHINESE LABOR QUESTION, 


Coolie Emigration and Stream of Indus- 


trials from Asia. 


The Trade in Coolies—How and 


by Whom Conducted. 


Character, Habits and Econo- 


mies of the Chinese. 


The question of Chinese emigration to the United 


States Is at present, attracting a great deal of public 
attention, and many of the leading men of the boutb, 
Southwest ana even the Northwest have earnestly 
taken up tne subject, and are applying to all Known 
sources from which to derive information. The 
puollc press has thrown but little light on the Ques- 
tion, lor the reason that it has had, no means or ob- 
taining accurate ana reliable accounts of this vast 
business, and our statesmen and leading men are 
perfectly ignorant of what they commonly call the 
coolie trade. Even Mr. Koopmanschaap, who as- 
sumes to be an oracle on this subject, is unac- 
quainted with it further than in receiving Chinese- 
people in California, for he has never visited China 
Jn his life. 
The opposition to this coolie movement 


arises from this general state of ignorance in

passed -to prohibit the coolie trade." Many of the 
leading men in the New England states protest 
against the importation of coolies to this country 
because they believe the coolie trade and the slave 
trade are identical; and even were they convinced 
that the coolie is simply an emigrant, who comes to 
make fruitful the barren wastes throughout the 
length and breadtn of the South, the Southwest and 
the West; that he comes to build our railroads and 
canals, and even to fill our workshops and factories 
and make tnem busy with his Industry, still the New 
Englanders would oppose him, for they are opposed 
to everybody and everything that is lately to conflict 
with their Interests. That this coolie emigration en- 
terprise will ultimately be perfectly succesoful no 
one can doubt after being enlightened on the sub- 
ject. The next ten years will give us an enormous 
Chinese population, particularly in the South; and 
in view of tins fact the purpose of this article is sim- 
ply to give an exhaustive, comprehensive and 
impartial history of the coolie trade in all its 
ramifications. 


Nearly all nations have been and are now, deal- 


ing In the coone business, and every nation that has 
permitted these people to labor for it has become 
enriched thereby. England, Prance, Spam, Holland 
Portugal ana Peru ha\e long since acknowledged 
tne beneflts they have derived from Chinese labor. 
The largest business that was done for some years 
was in the Cuban trade, and a number of first class 
houses in Havana were engaged in It, such as Drake 
& Co., Jose Maria Morales, Campbell & Co, Torrices, 
Pnente & Co., Ferran & Duplerrls, Ac. About the 
year 1858 the Spanish government put some impedi- 
ments in the way of this tranic, and it fell off a little 
for a year or t\vo, but afterwards began again with 
Jresh vigor. The business until 1864 had been prin- 
cipally carried on by merchants and joint stock 
companies of Jiavana, but in that year some of the 
planters began to receive coolies on their own ac- 
count. Don Miguel Alaama sent an agent to Macao 
in 1864, and until 1S07 received large shipments. 
Otherplanters rollowed his example, but only on a 
small scale. The leading houses before the revolu- 
tion in Cuba were the Alianza Company and Messrs. 
Lombillo, Montalvo & Co. Ihe Trench house of 
Caro, Herms A; Watson recalled their agent last year, 
as did also all the other Havana houses. 


COST AND PROFIT. 


Up to the year 185s the cost of lauding a coolie m 


Cuba was about $120, Mexican, or course there 
were expenses after the landing to be added to this, 
but at that time the brokerage m China was seldom 
over five dollars per head, while in 1857 it was 
eighty five per coolie. Coolie contracts have been 
sold as high as twenty-sbc ounces ($443) and as low as 
twelve ounces. The importers make a great many 
bad debts, and from this cause and also from the 
occasional great number or deaths on shipboard 
their profits are not so large as they otherwise would 
be. In 1806 and 1867 coohe contracts were disposed 
of on as Ions credits as two years aud witliout in- 
terest. The most experienced coolie trader is an 
American, Captain Francis Bowen, a native of Hew 
York, who has for the last sixteen years been en- 
gaged in the coolie business in China. He formerly 
commanded a numoer of coolie ships, but for years 
past he has resided in Macao, where he has been the 
agent for the shipment of coolies to the Spanish 
West Indies. He is thoroughly acquainted with the 
Chmese laws and customs, and with International 
laws governing the coolie trade, and has been very 
successful. Probably there Is no person engaged in 
the trade wno has a greater experience than Captain 
Bowen, and he certainly is more extensively Known 
than others in the business.

The Peruvian coolie trade has, without doubt, 


teen the cause of tne prejudice which most people 
reel agimst this business, especially those who do 
not understand how it 13 carried on. That great 
cruelty and injustice have been practised towards 
coolies in the Chlncha Islands cannot be contra- 
dicted. Ships engaged in this tiade are mostly owned 
in Peru, out sail under the Italian nag and are com- 
manded by Italian captains. They are generally old 
American cl'pper snips, and in tins respect are 
superior to other its^eis m the trade. But on ac- 
count of the bad management on board there has 
been more trouble through mutiny, assassinations 
and mortality than on other ships. The Peruvians 
obtain their coolies from Macao at present, and take 
the intermediate season between April and October 
ror their shipment. Their trade, howevei, is com 
paratively small. Tne principal house engaged in 
the business is that or Carnevaro—a very rich 
Italian, who went to Callno many years ago as cook 
??,1S,«?; $Z,*™ *, n2H^.?? .?ous' who are well 


cented less in iho coolie trade than In negio 
shipments. During these years a great number or 
negroes were shipped by the French from the coast 
of Alrica to Martinique and Guadalape. This busi- 
ness was carried 
on by M. Victor Keitlsalne, 
of Marseilles, one of the richest merchants 
of that city, and who was afterwards made 
an officer of the Legion of Honor for hlg successful 
slave dealing. lie bad factories established in the 
Hlo Congo, or Zaire, and purchased and treated his 
slaves in the same manner as the regular Portuguese 
slave traders of the coast This business was fln- 
ished in 1863, and the French then engaged in the 
coolie business aud obtained their coolies from their 
possessions about Poudicherry for the Island or 
Bourbon. 


DUTCH COOLIE TRADE.

The Dutch also have been in this business, and al- 
though the Chinese on the Island of Java are not of 
the coolie class they form a verv import-int element 
in Javan society and are ol great beneflt to the coun- 
try, many 01 the principal traders, merchants and 
artisans being Chmainen. 


BOW COOLIES ARE OBTAINED. 
The manner of obtaining coolies for the Spanish 
West Indies is as follows:—The agent, alter estab- 
lishing his house In Macao and giving security to the 
Portugese authorities, has then to hire several houses 
for the reception of the emigrants as rapidly as be 
gets them. These buildings are mostly the old palaces 
of the wealthy Portugese or lougazo, ana many of 
tnem are really magnificent edifices, and all or them 
commodious and perfectly ventilated. By tne laws 
or tne land the doors of these buildings are always 
to remain open, and no force IB ever used to detain 
a coolie. Each agent employs a number of Chinese 
brokers to engage these people, and in China there 
is always a large population of halt-starved crea- 
tures to whom any change 18 for the better, and 
there is but little trouble m engaging them to sign a 
contract 


TREATMENT AND CONTRACTS. 


On arriving in Macao they are conveyed to the 
house prepared for their reception, where they are 
washed, shaved and dressed and well red. The day 
after this they are taken to the Senate House, where, 
before a Portuguese Judge and other authorities ap- 
pointed by the government, their contracts are read 
to tnem by duly qualified interpreters, ana they are 
aseed IT they are wlllinz to accept the conditions 
IT tney agree to this they are conducted bade to the 
reception houses, where they remain for six days. 
They are,Jiowever, at perfect liberty, tor the doors 
are always open and they are well treated and fed. 
In every room there is a copy of the contract they 
are expected to sign, written m the Chinese lan- 
guage, which they can all read. During these six 
days they have plenty of time to reflect whether they 
will sign or not. At the end of this time they are 
conveyed again to the Senate House and are again 
interrogated as to then-perfect willingness to enter 
into the contract. Those ttlat object are Immediately 
dismissed, and they have the advantage ot a week's 
board and their clothes,as no charges are made. Those 
wno sign the document are then litted out with new 
clothes, Ac., for the voyage, and are generally paid 
two months7 wages in money in advance They are 
then sent on board of the snip lying in the harbor. 
Here they may be liable to remain a month or six 
weeks before the number of passpnirers is completed 
and this is about the worst regulation the Portu- 
guese have. However, even on the day the ship 
sails, the flarbor master goes on board, ana anv 
Chinese having anything to complain of, or even by 
saying he had a parent to support, will oe imme- 
diateiy put on shore again if he so desires. 


THE SIIIPE 
carrying coolies, as a general rule, are tne best ven- 
tilated and provisioneu of any ships In the world 
and tr American vessels were permitted to 
carry coolies, as formerly, it would be even 
moch better for these emigrants, because the 
old clipper ships formerly used In this trade 
had great height between decks, and were always 
well manned and commanded. Therels an instance 
of this in Captain Lee (an American), of the shm 
Josehta & Almira, belonging to tne Aleanza Com- 
pany, of Havana, who on three voyages lost less 
than two per cent of his passengers. 


Coolie ships for Havana are well provisioned—in 
fact, better than any other class of emigrant vessels 
Ihe list of stores consists of beef and pork salt and 
dried flsh, nee aO, libitum, good biscuit, besiaes Chi- 
na salt poi s in jars, ana salt eggs, i'o this is added 
mnngo, jagra, sugar, achaoes (dried peas), sauer 
kraut aud all sorts or Chinese pickles tobacco, clear- 
ettos, pipes, &c. And, lor amusements, playing 
cards, dominoes, musical instruments and gongs—a 
list that the best Liveruool packets cannot begin to 
equal. Captains are ordered to cive as littlewater 
to coolies as possible, but always to have 
a 
suincient 
quantity 
of tea 
made. 
Medi- 
cines, wines and 
liquors for the

are 
liberally provided 
SaUiug vessels are not permitted 
to leave Macoa with coolies before the 1st of October 
or alter the 1st of April, that being the time In which 
the northeast mon&oon blows, and the ships nave a 
fair wind down the China Sea. Tne average pas- 
aane, when Ainenuin shins were allowed to carrv 
coolies, was about 100 days. The passage by other 
shins, however, is much longer. The agents in 
China are very careful In cautioning the captains or 
nave a Proper regard for 


coolie, whether in a native or transported condition, 
is industrious, hardworking, ana faithful to his em- 
ployer when the conditions of his contract have been 
accepted by him. In the matter of honesty he will 
befoond to compare favorably with whites or blacks; 
though, of conrse, he cannot be expected to have in- 
tercourse with local politicians, with whom no donbt 
be will be a strong card, if introduced into the States 
and clothed with the ballot, without becoming as 
sagaciously corrupt as his mentors; and as for Intel- 
ligence, he Is immeasurably superior to the negro 
field hand. Everybody who has spent years m 
china bears witness to the fact that the coolie pos- 
sesses extraordinary imitative powers and learns 
the mysteries of the trades very rapidly under the 
tuition of an American or European. There are 
among the lower classes of the population of the 
Chiuese seaboard at the present moment thousands 
of excellent mechanics—carpenters, masons, engi- 
neers, &c.—who would beround an invaluable ele- 
ment on any Southern estate. Finally, it must be 
said that the coolie, even the lowest and worst in- 
structed, is cleanly in his habits, which, in view of 
his probable employment as a domestic in his new 
home, is a strong point in his favor. Probably the 
prejudice which so largely prevails in California 
against the Chinese there la mainly caused by the 
rumors, well or ill grounded, that nameless vices 
are practised among tnem; but the natural feeling 


the sanitary laws, which are mentioned in trie char- 
ter contract; but in many cases the caution is not 
heeded, and this nestlect is the cause for the exces-

which sometimes takes puce in coolie shins. 
Dvsentery is one of the principal diseases common 
among the passengers, and there is no quicker way 
or killing off these people than to give them 
rice not 
thoroughly cooked and 
to allow 
them to sit about on damp decta. It!™ 
captains' sole ideas of deanUnesH are that the 
coolies and the declis should be continually splashed 
with salt water, and they consequently practice 
this method, which invariably results m the certain 
death of a large percentage of passengers. The be- 
tween decks should be dry, "holy-stoned" i e. 
scrubbed witii stones—and water should be very sel- 
dom If ever used below. Coolies are generally af- 
flicted with the itch while on shioboard: and it be- 
ing a contagious disease, it is impossible to cure it 
on account of the necessity of huddling the p issen- 
gers together; but three days on shore is i.ulncieut to 
thoroughly cure the worse cases. 


THE BATES OP PASSAGE 
for the last few years Irom Macao to Havana have 
been from twelve to thirteen rounds sterllnc per 
head and one pound to the captain. The ship flnds 
only water, firewood, proper berths, galleys Ac 
The charterers put on board all the provisions medi 
cines, &c., and when the ship sails they give tile can- 
tain one Mexican dollar for each man on board with 
which to purchase vegetables at either the Cape or 
St. Helena. 


WHAT THE WORD COOLIE MEANS 
Most Americans and Europeans, who are unac- 
quainted with Chinese life, Imagine that the word 
coolie embraces iu its meaning all the population of 
the Chinese empire which is devoted to agriculture 
and the various departments or productive indus- 
try. 1 his is an error. The word coolie la Bencall 
and signifies laborer, and Is not Chiuese at all. it is 
used by the populations of the seaboard towns, who 
for the most part speak, m common with the loreisn 
residents, what is called "Pigeon English " to desig- 
nate a particular class or employes. There are 
"coolie riggers," "coolie carpenters," "coolie decs 
hands,', '-house coolies," Ac.: but they form a sepa- 
rate class rrom the population around them, in 


of detestation resulting from such an evil reputation 
should not be directed against all of that race. The 
coolie Is not addicted to snch vicious habits. A cap- 
tain of a ship who carried 1,100 coolies rrom China 
to Australia took particular pains to ascertain the 
number and nature or snch crimes that were 
committed on the voyage, and has since informed 
the writer 
that ne could not ascertain if 
a single case had occurred. Gambling with dice and 
checkers is, it seems, then? principal vice. For the 
excitement and pleasures of the gaming table a 
genuine coolie will barter his freedom. They have a 
scrupulous regard for tneir pecuniary obligations 
and will not hesitate to rob to obtain the money 
necessary for the discharge of their debts. This 
amusing trait in the coolie character 18 so well 
known in Shanghae that people keep off the streets 
as much as possible on coolie settling days. They 
are very clannish, keep to themselves as much as 
possible, save their money, but lifce luxury in com- 
mon with all Eastern people. Coolies consider politi- 
cal bother a very poor business and never meddle m 
Its strife. In SingaporeUieir action might have had 
an. Important Influence on local politics, but they 
have never interfered. 
How they would behave IT 
driven to madness by the oratory or a Southern fire- 
eater or carpet-bagger it is Impossible to say, but it 
is possible they would mind their own business like 
sensible Celestials. 
it is not too soon now in the discussion or the 
coolie emigration to the United states to offer a 
word of warning against the introduction or opium 
as an article of luxury for the consumption of tne 
coolie laborer. Should the emigration scheme come 
to a head, as is now highly probable, the English will, 
without doubt, hope to nnd a market ror then-poi- 
son here; but Congress should see to it that such 
stringent laws be enacted as wonld prevent the evil 
Ihe coolie laborer in China is generally too poor to 
purchase the dangerous narcotic; but transplanted 
to the West he mignt find less difficulty in procunnu 
it. The greatest evil that could befall Mm. as a la- 
borer m our fields wonld be a plentiful supply of the 
English poison, and, indeed, the good that would 
accrue to the planters of the Sonth by the introduc- 
tion on their lands or Chinese laborers would un- 
doubtedly be neutralized by the evils certain to arise 
from an unchecked supply of that pernicious drug. 


CHINESE WOMEN. 
In all speculations concerning ths disposition of a 
purely productive and laboring population In States 
and Territories where an abundant supply of cheap 
labor is considered necessary to then- proper devel- 
opment, aud in every plan devised to procure that 
population, the female question must necessarily be 
embraced. By this we mean that as a male popula- 
tion, engaged In any pursuit, deprived of the civil- 
izing ana natural society of women, must, by force 
of circumstances, develop characteristics dangerous 
to the society amid which it labors, it becomes a 
questioner the last importance to consider how far 
male labor can be employed without the presence of 
females. In the cotton and rice fields of the Soutn 
male Chmese would undoubtedly be sufficient, the 
natural aptitude of the males for household duties 
having been abundantly shown in the btates of the 
Pacific, where as yet only they have labored. But ex- 
perience proves that to make a foreign population 
contented with its lot and happy in its avocation 
the presence of a certain number or females of the 
same class is imHspensable. The Spanish, who as 
shown in this article, enjoy the knowledge that is 
bought by experience, prefer a mixed careo of 
males and females to males only in all consienments 
of coolies from China to tneir West India Islands 
But their wishes, so far, have met with, a poor reali- 
zation. The worthless class of the population of 
tne sea coast towns ol China, from which, the 
Spanish government recruit cneir coolies, are gen- 
erally such poor devils and so impecunious and 
miserable that women will not attach themselves to 
them for any consideration. The Portuguese gov- 
ernment, too, oners every obstacle to the emigra- 
tion of females to the Spanish Indies. 
The liberal 
Inducements offered to snippers by the zovcrnmeuts 
of the fepanish West India islands ror the imports 
turn 01 coolie women fail to secure any considerable 
number of the Chinese "fair sex" ror the reasons 
stuted. without entering into the question or the 
necessity of having these women on plantations 
•where Chinese men labor, the ract that the Spanish, 
after 
years 
of 
experience, 
consider 
their 
presence of so much importance should be 
considered, at least, a proper cause for careful m- 
son to doubt thai, as in more civilized commune 
ties—as we regard civilization—the presence or 
women ol their own race, speaking their own lan- 
guage, understanding then- wants ana habits, and 
thoroughly identitled with them, would be or Incal- 
culable benefit to Chinese emigrants in tne United 
States, An erroneous impression prevails here, as 
well as in Kncrland, that Chinese women are immoral 
in their habits; and the opinion is more tenaciously 


attacks of piratical craft of late years, In the Chi- 
nese seas, have been traced to the stevedores and 
'longshoremen where the ships were loaded. The 
even under contract with the local government and 
to the satisfaction of every quibble or Chinese law 
is not so much rrom the scheming or these people 
as from the regular pirates—professional cut- 
throats, who would eagerly se ze the opportunity of 
th« engagement or a coolie cargo to mix in the 
crowd, that they might at a favorable moment take 
the ship and murder the crew. 


Tae Chinese coolie brokers tooR great pleasure, 
and no doubt made great proflt, in imposing these 
rascals on shippers as genome laborers. When a 
leading pirate succeeds in leavening a crew or 
cargo with his creatures, he generally waits for a 
few days after the sailing of the ship until all sus- 
picion has died out and then quietly steps on the 
deck in presence of his coniederates, who eagerly 
watch his movements and gives utterance to the war 
cry of his clan, ir Instant murder and pillage does 
not follow it Is because the Anglo-Saxon element is 
too strong and the Chinese couraze oozes through 
the native pig tall. The danger of a bad selection or 
coolies, therefore, is not to be underrated, but it can 
be altogether avoided by those who may engage In 
the business of transporting Chmese laborers by the 
appointment or men who are thoroughly acquainted

The English have been engaged m the coone trade

and, characteristic of tneii hypocrisy and selibh- 
ness, have from vtluie to time denounced it ana 
called upon the philanthropic to take measures to 
stop it. The old cry of the thief to the crowd to 
stop thief, but it has been of little avail, and they 
have been detected and thwarted in their "little 
game," which tney believed they could monopolize

The custom of tne English has been 
even when they captured a slaver, to send the slaves 
to serve as apprentices to Demerara. This has ac- 
tually been done within the past few years, and was 
a regular practice for over twenty-live years, as is 
notorious to every one engaged in the slave traae 
(luring this period.

like manner the word mandarin is generally sup- 
posed In this country and in England to be a Chmese 
term; but It is not. It is also Pigeon English, and la 
derived rrom the Portuguese word "mandar" 
to command. Being accepted by the lorelgners 
or 
the seaboard as entirely satisfactory the 
Chinese themselves, who take kindly to the 
absmditiesand racilities of the "Pigeon Enslish" 
lor the transaction of business, have adopted it into 
their vocabulary. In like manner many other woraq 
common to both natives and foreigners in China 
are misunderstood In the homes of the "outside bar- 
barians," and being misunderstood are of course 
misapplied. For instance the epithet "coolies " ap- 
plied to emigrants from China to California and 
fastened on these enterprising people in the Golden 
Mate, is a misnomer. Yet thousands believe that the 
Paculc btates are being overrun, by a different class 
or Chinese laborers rrom what they actually are 
1 he Chmese who labored so laithfully and well m the 
building of the Pacific Railroad, and wno rorm so 
important and valuable au element in the laborme 
population or tiie State or California are not 
coolies properly so-called, but emigrants rrom 
China 
seeking 
ror 
higher 
remuneration 
and better means or subsistence than was afforded 
them in the central flowery land. Verv manv or 
tnem, it is true, enter into contracts with wcalthv 
merchants of China, to do a specified amoant of 
wo.k and stay a certain length of time in the ter- 
ritory of Uncle Sam, and agree to terms understood 
and agreed upon beiore they leave the coast of China, 
just as coolies agree with coolie agents at Chinese 
sea ports; but tney are au entirely dltterent class of 
people. The majority are emigrants from China, 
who have voluntarily left the shores of the Celestial 
empne, just as Irishmen have abandoned their mud 
cabins in Connaught or Munster to sees a wider 
new.and a higher scale or remuneration in the teem- 
ing West-and like the Irish they pay their own way 
and are "Iree and independent" irom the start

It Is not too much to say that although several 
onrt ami liori hn/-.vD ..^^ lo^™, . "'"'""ft" several 
letters innumerable have 


adhered to because of the well-known laxity of 
morals and the prevalence of vicious Habits among 
the Asiatic population or California. 
But there 
is no analogy or comparison between the state 
or society there and in China or what it will 
be In tne Southern States, in the Pacific States 
the Chmese emigrant, docile, obliging and quiet 
in his disposition, and willing to labor for 
whatever 
remuneration 
his 
employer 
thinks 
proper to give him, flnds himself surrounded by a 
strange and hostile race, an alien in an alien land 
bated by most, aud suspected by au, ne regards his 
residence there as merely temporary, and looks 
lorward impatiently to the day when he can re- 
turn to bask 
under his native 
sun with 
the wealth his labor has brought him. He does not 
tmnk 01 providing htmsell a home; the conditions 
of hi3 existence amid that prejudiced population are 
suca that all natural aspirations are smothered at 
then- birth. Hence it follows that though he may 
exhaust reams or paper in describing to his rela- 
tives and rnends, who remain home at ease under 
their own vine and tea tree, the weath or tue Golden 
state, He rarely, ir ever, invites his family to join his 
fortunes. The most depraved classes of the remale 
population, always to be round in seaport towns 
wnether Asiatic, European or American, do not 
wait lor invitations, but being, as is generally the 
case, tue creatures or speculators as abandoned aud 
criminal as themselves, engage in gangs at a con- 
traU price to supply the wants or the more dissolute 
element of the Chinese ponulanon temporarily In 
California. Owing to these" facts it should not be 
expeotea that the Celestial emigrants m the Golden 
State would develop very extraoramaiy traits or 
virtue; yet it is an undoubted fact that vice and im- 
morality of all descriptions, as exnlbited in the 
police courts, which afford the very nest tests are 
more extensively observed In tae Caucasian than 
the Mongolian race. 


Tue Chmese woman of the lower class Is, as a rule, 
naturally modest, virtuous and lalthf ul to her mar- 
riage vows. While there are, as is well known, a num- 
ber of lemales m China—and perhaps far less than in 
communities boasting of more advanced civilisa- 
tion—brought up to and trained to the profession of 
prostitution, the great majority of the sex are pure 
m their morals. They are good domestics, loving 
and affectionate wives and mothers, and are exceed- 
ingly expert m household duties 
On the rivers and 


bays on the Chinese toast there is a large "floating" 
population of men, women and children, who live m 
hourly and daily intercourse with a class of people 
never celebrated in any country for extraordinary 
virtue, yet those who have had the best opportuni- 
ties lor studying then- habits declare that a high de- 
gree 01 morality pi evails among them, and that the 
lemales are less liable to temptation than more en- 
lightened women in cooler climates. The antici- 
pated argument 01 those who would urge the pre- 
vention of Chinese female emigration to this coun- 
try has, therefore, no foundation to rest on.

with the Celestial "go-betweens," and who are able 
to compete with them in smartness. The selection 
of men ror tne work on tne principle of political or 
personal favor, as our consular system is managed, 
would undoubtedly result m lailure and disaster. 


COOLIE REVOLTS—WHERB ASO WHY. 
There is but little danger of any outbreak or revolt 
among the coolies alter the ship has once passed 
Java Head and gets well out pf sight or land. Once 
at sea, should such a thing occur it would be the 
fault of the captain and officers. Neitner Killing nor 
flogging appears to have a good effect on the Chi- 
nese when m a state of revolt or insubordination 
Putting them on hair rations and punishing taeir 
stomachs have the power of quelling mem sooner 
than any other means. They do not fear death be- 
lieving m the transmigration or souls, ano they are 
sufficiently vindictive to make flogemz of but little 
use. Many mayorals and others have been assassi- 
nated by the Chmese for the too indiscriminate use 
of the whip. Bat with the very besc treatment 
coolies are liable to revolt on board ship. However, 
rf the first attempt is put down, and coolness and 
determination shown by the officers, they are little 
likely to attempt it the second time. 


The famous Italian patriot Garibaldi commanded a 
Peruvian bark called the Merced in 1851 and I8o2, 
when ne made a voyage in her from Amoy to the East 
Indies with a full complement of coolies. The Mer- 
ced went back to Amoy for coolies under another 
captain, and on the return voyage the crew was as- 
sassinated and the ship burned by the coolies. 
Ihe American ship Waverley, Captain Hayden, in 


1856 put into Manila with a nnmoer of coolies oa 
board in a state of revolt. While the ship was at 
anchor in the harbor there was some more trouble 
on board, and the officers in command conttned the 
coolies below and put the hatches on. Before they 
.were removed a great number were suffocated to 
death, 


The American ship Norway, Captain Major, had a 
terrible mutiny on board, a lengtuy and graphic ac- 
counb of which was published some years a"o 
The clipper ship Kate Hooper, of Baltimore, Cap- 
tain Francis Bowen, was set on fire twice by the coo- 
lies ui 1857. Eight of the ringleaders were killed on 
this occasion before order was restored. 
In 1859 the fine cupper ship Flora Temple, of Balti- 
more, Captain Johnston, with over 800 coolies on 
board, was lost on a reef in the Chinese bea, and 
part of the crew and every coohe perished. Ameri- 
can ships generally have had less trouble with iheir 
Chinese passengers than those of any other nation. 
Spanish, French and Portuguese ships have suffered 
most. 


In 1S55 a ship with from 450 to 500 Malabar coolies 
arrived off the harbor or Mauritius. She was called 
the Snllanee. The ship had made a long passage 
and had a great many sick on board and had also 
lost a considerable number. She was m uruent need 
of water, nrewood and medical attendance. It ap- 
pears that several years previously a ship called the 
bultana had brought coohes to the is'aud, and at the 
same time brought the cholera. Upon the appear- 
ance of the Sultauee off the harbor a large crowd 
gathered around the Government House and called 
unon the Governor to forbid the ship anchonn" and 
to send her again to sea, notwithstanding her dis- 
tressed condition. 
Although there Is a small 
island adjacent to Mauritius and generally used as a 
quarantine station she was rorbiuden to anchor 
mere, and after being supplied witu a little water 
was ordered to sea. me weather was bad, and It 
was in the height ol tae hurricane season. Not- 
withstanding this and there being no cholera or 
other contagious disease on board, these unfortu- 
nate people were sent to sea for about a month 
longer. The ship laid off and on the harbor once 
daring this tune for watei, and the consequence of 
tms cruel proceeding was the death of about a hun- 
dred more coolies, bo much for English chanty ana 
philanthropy.

TOED STATES COMMISSIONERS' COURT. . 


Violation of the Internal Revenue Law. 


Before Commissioner Shields. 


The Unitea states vs. L, f. Auja.—This is a charge 


against the defendant, who la a dealer in leaf to- 
bacco, for omitting to make tne proper entries in a 
book, as provided by the seventy-sixth section of the 
Internal Revenue act of 1868. " The evidence shows 
that the defendant failed to make snch entries from 
the 22d of May until July 19,1869, tne time at which 
he was arrested. 
The defence admitted that the 
omission had been made, but claimed that it had 
been done so by the neglect of the defendant's boot- 
Keper, and therefore that the defendant was Hot 
criminally responsible. 


The Commissioner held that the act made It Im- 
perative for the dealer to make such entry dally, 
and that If he delegated such duty to another person 
and such person neglected It, it did not excuse him, 
and that he was personally liable under the act for 
such netfect. Defendant held and the case submit- 
ted to the District Attorney for his action In the

This case 
was somewhat out of the ordinary course. The pris- 
oner sat there with his badge upon his breast as a 
member of the police force of the great citr of New 
York; but tnat must not screen him. If he had com- 
mitted this murder ne should suffer lor it the same 
as any other individual, it did not make any differ- 
ence In cases of this description whether the man 
whose life was taken was a good man or a bad man. 
Equal rights for all was the law in this couutrr 
Now, murder was the taking of a man's life with a 
premeditated design to effect his death. If the jury 
round that this police olhcer toot the ufe of Maurice 
Long with a premeditated deslcn to eflect his death 
then It was murder, and not all the powers of the 
earth could save the prisoner from nls jusc fate. He 
expected to show the jury that Maurice Long's life 
was taken by the prisoner at the bar. Wny did this 
police officer do this act? Was there any excusable 
cause for doing it? It there was the prisoner knew 
it and would be able to tell them. The day was gone 
by when you could arraign a prisoner in a court or 
justice and say, "You can't speak-" He can speak, 
or notir he "pleases. IT he did speak ana gave a 
satisfactory reason, then they had a right to acquit 
him. 
But the prisoner fired two balls into this 
man's body Instead or one—or perhaps instead of 
none at all—and it was for them as jurors to say 
whether he was justuied In doing tms or not. 


THE TESTIMONY. 
The first witness called on the part of the people

Edward Fitzpatrict, who testified as follows:—

ordinary country, no cue seems to have thoni-hr ^r 
eivina a skewh of the Chinese laborer^! he « Fseen 
at home; his habits, virtues, vices and speciaYweak 
nesses, his mode ol living, or in ract any informa 
tlon necessary to a proper understanding or his 
merits as a laborer. 
Perhaps the omission was 
caused by.the indifference of tneoutslae barbarians 
who, having heard so much of another thou"n differ' 
ent oiass or celestial workmen in California evinced 
no curiosity to learn more about him.

«,T'lS,.bu3lnes3 °r procuring coolie laborers from 
the Chinese coast is often attended with danger 
owing to the ignorance of the persons entrusted with 
the duty of engaging the hands required. Coolie 
brokerb are, as a rule, exceedingly treacherous and 
cunning in their intercourse witn foreign traders 
and only those Americans or Europeans who have 
lived among them and who understand them tho- 
roughly tan hope to trade on equal terms. An in- 
timate knowledge of Chinese character is essential 
to successful dealings with the pig-tailed rascals or 
tue toast who are the "go-betweens > in &u transac- 
tions of the kind mentioned. It is not at all uncom 
mon lor an uninformed West Indian agent or Emr- 
lisuinan to hire a number of pirates instead of coolies 
only to flna out his mistake when his ship is can- 
tured and himself \ and his assistants Given 
to the sharks. It1 is not too sweeping an 
assertion to state that every Chinese nsher- 
inaii aud celestial 'longshoreman Is a pirate. In 
lact, the pursuit of the nnuj tribe among tae coast 
population is generally but a cover to piratical busi- 
ness. Msiuns is all very well in dull times; but no 
coaster would hesitate a moment to deal in battle 
mSr<*er and sudden death on the high seas, pro- 
vided the reward was tempting and tne danger was 
noc too apparent. Should, an unfortunate, unarmed 
bark, homeward bound to the United States or 
Europe get becalmed in the vicinity of any small 
fishing town on the coast, ner rate wonld bes»aied 
in nine cases out or ten. it is quite a common n? 
cmreuce for a fleet of 300 or 400 saiT^theS 
semi-plijates to attack a defenceless vessel caught in 
a calm; but the least show or loice is sufficient w 
deter the rascals from attacking a vessel tinder other 
circumstances. Every person experienced in Chi- 
nese character will understand how difficult it is ror 
ill-nnmformea people to deal with the professional 
scoundrels who are the brokers in the coolie busi 
ness; but as that class la a necessary evil, the ob- 
servance ot a few ordinary precautions in negotiat- 
ing with them will be found sufficient to prevenr 
disaster. It la a frequent practlcs of these -men 
who, besides being flahermen, brokers, 'longshore- 
men, Ac., are often spies of the different ciraticii 
leaders whow vessels drift about outside the Porte 
In waiting for homeward bound vessels, to teea 
them informed as to what ships are about to gall bv 
what passage, and the sort of cargo they ore Ukini 
onboard. The most terrible disasters that have be-

long since and the other disappeared, having per- 
haps, also paid the debt or nature. Then Cornelius 
Koopmaansouaap stepped. Into the vacant shoes and 
has since been engaged in the trade with more or 
less success; but or the coohe trade he is, as is 
stated, profoundly ignorant, his representations to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

WAGES PAID TO COOLIES. 
The enormous amount of first class labor waitin«- 
for employment in the Chmese empire, particular! v 
in the northeast monsoon, is incalculable. The beat 
class or men— not the wretched opium-besotted 
creatures generally obtained by Havana and Caliao 
brokers, but stout, able-bodied, well disposed me- 
chanics and laborers— can be had for a merely 
nommal sum. Contract ror five years, with power 
to renew for a longer term, are eagerly entered into 
by these coolies at the following rates —Black- 
smiths, eight dollars; carpenters, first class seven 
dollars; carpenters, 
second Class, six 
dollars 


cooks, seven dollars; house servants, six aol- 
lars; laborers and field hands, four dollars 
per moutn. rne American Trading Company or 
Borneo, who have employed large numbers of 
coolies at these rates m their operations in that 
country, found no difficulty in renewing their con- 
tracts at the eipu-atlon of the first five years Their 
experience, too, with their Chinese employes has 
been in accordance with what has been already said 
in this article respecting the general character and 
habits of the coolie laborer^ 


COJ1HEKCIAL LEGISLATION— COOLIE SHIPS 


The act of Conjjress passed in 1862 prohibits any 
American snip rrom carrying coolies, and Euc- 
lish, Prussian and Swedish ships cannot carry 
tnem to Havana; hence the only ships to be 
had for this trade are Spanish, Portuguese, Italian 
Austrian and Russian. The snips 01 none of these 
nations can compare with the old American clipper 
ships, for "ley are generally inefficiently manned 
and commanded ana there are ffreatflr 10=000 
and commanded ana there are greater losses 
among the coolies on them than when they 
were almost exclusively carried by American 
Ships. 
Last year 
the 
French 
ship 
Carme- 
Ime arrived in Havana rrom Macao, having lost 
over 300 coolies, nearly hair or her »hole comple- 
ment. As a general thins the French are about the 
poorest carriPis engaged in the tiade. Their shins 
are small, with but little height between decks in 
comparison with the American clippers, aud they are 
in no way so well calculated to preserve the health 
of the passengers. 


There is but one steamer engagod in the business 
at present, tue Catoma, belonging to the Alianza 
company. The only aavautage she hasismbeuiK 
able to leave .Macao alter the 1st of April; and when 
the southwest monsoon has set in steamers make 
no quicker passages, from China than sailing vessels 
and are not ueariv so good for passenger! There 
were jwo large French steamers built expressly for 
this trade-tne Francois Land the Charles Warier 
but their passages were always beaten by tne clipper 
ships sailing at the time, ana the percentage of 
deaths iu these steamers was very larae 


UNUJKENCES IN CONCLUSION.' 
In conclusion, if the United Slates government 


should allow-and it most probably wffi alter this 
agitation on the subject-laborers from Asm to come 
to this country and work under contract lor say m e 
years, the same as theJSngUsh are doing, the parties 
interested would be able to get a far superior class 
or Chinamen than other nations, and rroii the north 
ol China, ihe coolies shipped rrom Macao are gene- 
rally from me lowest dregs of the people, ami arrive 
at that port covered with, sores, itch and all Kinds of 
cutaneous diseases.

The Suez Canal, viewed in connection wilb 


the great railroad which hag already for some 
years connected the Mediterranean with the 
Bed Sea, promise's to do more than merely re- 
store to the land of the Pharaohs and the Ptole- 
mies its ancient commercial importance. It will 
not be •wonderful if Egypt becomes the centre 
of a great empire which, while it will catch 
and retain some of that Mussulman glory 
which is dying out in European Turkey, will 
also stimulate trade all along the line of the 
Danube and all along the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean ; will draw largely and beneficially on 
the resources of Arabia, Persia, India and 
even the farther East, and will prove itself the 
powerful centre from which European civiliza- 
tion will go forth utilizing the vast but un- 
developed wealth of Northern and Central 
Africa. A splendid future now seems possi- 
ble for the ancient land of the Nile; and, if 
good sense is granted to its rulers and the 
European Powers are not foolishly jealous of 
each other,, there is no good reason why that 
future should not be realized. 


The idea that Egypt is a grand central posi- 


tion is not new. Geographically it is the point 
of contact between Europe and Asia on the 
one hand and Africa on the other. Its geo- 
graphical position and its rich soil secured for 
it a great place in early history. We think of 
Egypt as one of the earliest cradles of the 
race, one of the first seats of empire, and per- 
haps the very first nursery of science. Long 
before the "Western nations had emerged from 
barbarism Egypt had built her temples and 
her pyramids—temples which in their rains 
speak of an architectural magnificence which 
the experience of four thousand years has not 
surpassed, and pyramids which for bulk and 
endurance stand unrivalled among the works ' 
of man. When later the seat of empire was 
established in the West, the importance of 
Egypt as a great world centre was never 
wholly lost sight of. When Alexander de- 
stroyed Tyre, and thus injured that great high- 
way of commerce between Europe and Asia 
on which had grown up Tyre itself, Baalbec 
and Palmyra, lie showed his appreciation of 
the central position of Egypt by founding 
the city of Alexandria. The wisdom of 
Alexander \vas justified by the proud position 
which Alexandria afterwards attained. In a 
literary and commercial point of view it had 
for many agea no rival, anl for population, 
wealth, and imperial grandeur it had no supe- 
rior but Rome. In spite of the many vicissi- 
tudes of fortune it never altogether lost its 
proud place until the whole Mediterranean 
trade was destroyed by the discovery of a new- 
route to India via the Cape of Good Hope in 
1497. 
The value of Egypt commercially has 


been seen and recognized by all great rulers 
from Alexander downwards, if Alexander 
founded the city which still bears his name 
the Caesars patronized it, and the first Napo- 
lean was ambitious to restore it to its ancient 
splendor. It was the discovery of the new 
route to the far East by Vasco de Gains which 
caused Egypt to be temporarily forgotten. 
The new route was fatal not to Egypt alone, 


HoncfiU for Cuba. 


The Spaniards are likely to have their hands 


full of work at home, and this is a very hopeful 
state of things for the Cubans. The news 
from Spain of a serious Carlist movement, and 
the arrival of Don Carlos on Spanish soil, will 
call probably for all the troops and means the 
government can collect, and they will not have 
a soldier to spare for Cuba. In that case the 
climate and the bullets of the patriots will soon 
make short work of the Spanish troops now in 
Cuba, as well as the brutal volunteers. 
Another hopeful sign, though it makes one 
shudder to contemplate it, is the murderous 
atrocities of the volunteers and Spaniards 
upon the Cuban and American prisoners they 
take in war. One of the latest telegrams from 
Havana informs us that the Spanish troops at 
Baracoa bad shot sixty rebels whom they cap- 
tured. 
Even Admiral Hoff, who, like the 


administration, has proved rather the protector 
of the Spanish and Spanish interests than of 
Americans and American interests, has at last 
been compelled to protest against the murder 
of his own countrymen and the horrible 
cruelty of the Spaniards to all their prisoners. 
It is stated that orders have been issued to 
them not to bring in any more prisoners, but to 
kill them on the spot. Brutal and atrocious 
as all this is, it will, as we intimated, help the 
Cuban cause. It will make the Cubans more 
determined than ever to conquer their Inde- 
pendence, for the war has become one of life 
and daath, and it will raise a storm of indigna- 
tion in this country and awaken the sympathy 
of people everywhere.

tal. 
London has met the difficulty and over- 


come it, while we go on from year to year 
aacrilicmg health and our much-needed earn- 
ings in miserable apartments and high rents, 
for the simple want of a means of reaching the 
iuburban districts. 


It is proposed to bring Staten Island into 


closer relations with New York by means of a 
Bridge or tunnel to Elizabeth City (the dis- 
tance is only one thousand yards,) and by 
establishing new and more rapid ferry aceom- 
modation, both of which projects are likely 
ftefore long to be accomplished; but towards 
Vestehester county all schemes of improved 
fe-avel appear to be abortive. Why this should 
be so we cannot perceive. It was stated when 
first the underground railroad was proposed 
that it was practicable; but it seems to have 
fiilfllled its destiny prematurely, and without 
the expense of tunnelling, While the elevated 
road through Greenwich street, that was to have 
Accomplished such wonders, has similarly ap- 
parently gone up beyond all hope of future 
usefulness. 


The question is one, however, that cannot 


be long postponed. New York is no longer 
merely Manhattan Island. It stretches its 


. metropolitan boundaries across Long Island, 


encircling Brooklyn and the villages of Kings 
and Queens counties, takes in the southern 
•half of Westchester county, embraces Staten 
Island, and extends far into New Jersey. That 
a city such as this should be so deficient in 
means of internal travel, with so much -wealth, 
intelligence and skill within its borders, is a 
dfigrace to our enterprise and a marvel of 
suplneness in this ninetieth century.

Reconstruction in Mississippi—Opinions of a 


Colored Conservative. 


Eev. James Lynch (colored), of Mississippi, denies 


a recently published statement that he has pledged 
Judge Dent the support of the colored people of his 
State. Lynch has made arrangements for an inter- 
view with President Grant and Judge Dene on Thurs- 
day next He declares that all farther efforts at re- 
construction should be based on universal suffrage 
and universal amnesty; that the white people of 
Mississippi have as thoroughly abandoned resistance 
to the doctrines of the repuolican party as they did 
to the government when the armies of General Lee 
surrendered; that they do not leel any Interest In 
common with the national democratic party; that 
the Southern white man concedes to the colored man 
equal political rights, ana there will be no issue be- 
tween them, and to create one will be a curse to 
both races. Mr. Lynch has conferred with many of 
the leading radicals.

Under date of Knoxvtlie, Tenn., juiy 19, 1869, 


Judge Connally F. Trigs, United States District 
Judge of that section, writes to Mr. Rowland Cox, 
editor of the American Law lames, of this city, 
touching the celebrated Decatnr cotton case, one 
of the most Important cases that has arisen since 
the war. The principal points in tne letter are as 
folions-—

The second charge to the infor- 
mation—to wit, that the cotton had been purchased 
in a State or district in Icsarreotloa, and was being 
thence transported Into some one of the loyal States, 
in violation of the tot ot Jaly 13,I861-wae decided 
In favor or the claimant, mainly, I think, upon the 
charge of the Court to Hie effect, substantially, as 
roiiovrs:—That the act last mentioned, commonly 
termed the Non-Intercourse act. -prohibited all com- 
mercial intercourse between the inhabitants ot the 
states or parts of States declared in insurrection 
and the rest of the United States, and .each commer- 
cial intercourse should be unlawful as long "as such 
condition of hostility should continue." That the 
act. by its own limitation, would cease to be ope- 
rative whenever the insurrectionary forces threw 
?,OWin,,.t,llSlr=.ai;ms' anrrendered to tb.fr authority of 
the United States, and their hostile demonstrations 
had ceased. It was contended on behalf of the gov- 
ernment that the Court could not judicially know 
that hostilities had ceased unless that fact had 
been brought to its attention by plea or motion, and 
not until the President had issued his proclamation 
so declaring. Bat the Conn being of wmloi tha" to- 
asmuchasao formal declaration was necessary In 
a domestic war, the courts would take judicial cog- 
nizance of the fact that war existed, so- likewise 
when the war was ended and peace was restored 
would the courts take judicial cognizance of the face 
that It was ended. It could hardly be SUDOosed that 
this Court shonia affect Ignorance ol a great fact In, 
the history of the country, which wan known to 
every man, woman and child throughout the length 
tod breadth ol ihe Ignd, and keep its eyes doled 
until they should be opened by the formality of a 
plea and the proclamation or the President. The 
Court accordingly instructed the jury that the rebel 
forces on me west side of thaMississippl river, being 
the last to do so, having surrendered to-the author- 
ity or the United States on tne 24th or 25th of May,. 
1885, If they should believe from the evidence that 
the cotton In controversy was not shipped from, 
within the rebel lines until after that time, that then, 
the Kon-lntercourae act, as It to called, haa ceased 
by Its own limitation to be operative, and the cotton 
was not forfeited nnaer said act by coming; from an 
Insurrectionary state or district Into a, loyal State or 
part of a State not declared In insurrection.. There 
were other points In the instructions given to the 
Jury, such as permits claimed to have been issued 
by the Secretary of the Treasury and Mr. President 
Lincoln, which may have had some weight with the 
Jury, but as those stated doubtless mainly influ- 
enced the decision of the casei In favor of thaclaim 
ant of the cotton; I deem it needless at this time to 
recur to any other questions of law stated to the 
charge of the Court. 


Not having the leisure Just now to write out my 
charge m extenso I thought it might not be unlnte- 
restmff to yon to state the main points upon which 
I apprehend the case was decided. I am sorry that 
I cannot comply with your request by sending a com- 
plete copy of the opinion, bnt circumstances are 
such as to render it Impracticable at this tune.

l>ay—Fire 


Wounded—Fortitude of the Victims* 


[From the Springfield Bepnblican, July 28.] 
Saturday was an eventful day to railroad travel in 
this vicinity, two serious accidents occnmnc on tbe 
northern routes, one near home and the other in 
Vermont. The former occurred in the morning to 
Conductor Fleming's train from the north over the 
Connecticut River Railroad, between smith's Ferry 
ana HolyoSe, at the cross tract from the stone 
quarry leading down to the river. While running 
at full sneed tne engine was thrown from the tracf 
by a stone Between the cross and main tracks and 
ploughed along some three rods upon Its Bide, 
The engineer, Henry H. Snow, or Brattleboro, 
had his right leg broken in two places and his knee 
spilt open. Amos Mosher, of Mitteneagne, the flre- 
man, was bruised in tne back, and Prans Kingsley, 
of South Ternon, forward braKeman, had Ms left 
ankle sprained. None of the passengers were in- 
jured, although the greatest alarm and consterna- 
tion prevailed among them. A special train, with 
Drs. Brectand nice, with mattresses, Ac., was im- 
mediately despatched to the scene of the accident, 
and brought the injured persons to this city. Snow's 
leg was set by Br. Breck, who accompanied him to 
Brattleboro in the afternoon. The doctors do not 
regard the injuries of the fireman and brafceman as 
serious. Under all the circumstances it seems almost 
miraculous tflat a large number of lives were not 
lost. 


Richard Brown, Conductor Fleming's trusty head 
brakeman. who wasai his usual post on the roar 
car of tne train, was unharmed. His first thouguts 
were for his brother brakeman, Kingsley. This man 
had shown remarkable coolness. The car platform 
was broken and lell -from under his feet. He sup- 
ported himself by hanging to the knob of tne car 
door. • Notwithstanding this precaution he was 
caught between the cars ana severely jammed. In 
tnis condition Brown found him. "Dick," said ha, 
"If any one else is hurt worse than I am, help him 
first" At this Brown went to the assistance of en- 
glneerSnow, whom he found lying several rods dis- 
tant Harley, the well known newsboy on the train, 
experienced a severe tumbling. He turned a som- 
ersault in the aisle of one of the cars, but picked 
himself up wlin only a bruise on his head. The con- 
ductor was busy caring for his hurt assistants. The 
force on that train seem to eacii other like brothers 
and tney would almost die lor eaca other. 
The wreck above Holyotco was cleared from the 
track, so as to let the afternoon train going north 
pass at four o'clock, but nothing further was done 
than simply to make room for trains to run bj-. It 
was a sad Bight. The proud "iron horse" "North 
Star," slain and prostrated on its back, the smoke- 
stuck lying at a distance and Its neck driven into the 
sand. On Sundav it was righted up and just able to 
crawl, was led down and stabled in the repair shops 
of the road in this city, where it was visited during 
the early evening by^nany peopla The tender and 
care were also brought down. The platforms or the 
cars are badly smashed and the tender is a total 
wreck. 


Conductor Starkey's train over the Rutland and 
Burlington and Vermont and Massachusetts Rail- 
roads Irom Rutland to Brattleboro, Saturday after- 
noon, metwith a severe accident at the turnout" 
track, near Brockway's mills, between Rocklngham 
and Barwnsville. A misplaced switch did the mis- 
chief—injunng the engineer and flreman, smashing 
rolling stock, ana detaining that train and those 
on several other connecting roads. It appears that 
some one who had turned the switch to let of a car 
on the turnout nad neglected to replace it, thus leav- 
ing the engine approaching on the main track to run 
from the ends or tne rails. Tlie engineer was prevented 
by a curve from seeing the danger. AS if oy mi- 
raculous intervention the train stopped jnst short 
or plunging seventy feet down an abyss. Edward 
Frost, the engineer, received very severe injuries in 
his side, and fireman Kenney a wound in the head. 
Frost's flrst expression after being picked up was, 
"Are'any of the-passengers hurt!" In consequence 
or this accident Conductor Carroll's tram to this city 
was two hours late.

FOREIGN SCIENTIFIC ffOTES. 


The Prussian government is considering the ques- 


tion or holding a universal exhibition in the city of 
Berlin. 


Tbe second ascent of Mount Blanc during this sea- 


son has just been successfully performed by two 
English tourists. 


The autumn meeting of the scientific men of Ger- 


many win be held nt inspruck from i&e 17th to the 
24th of September next. 


Numerous excavations have recently been made 
at Hercnianeum in the presence of a number or engi- 
neer pupils from Milan, but so far nothing of import- 
ance has been discovered. 


The Qneen and the Crown Prince and Princess or 
Prussia have subscribed the sum of 800 thalers to- 
wards the erection of a national monument to the 
memory of Alexander4von Humboldt. 


A rather severe saock of earthquake was felt 
In Florence on June 26, at tvreaty minutes past 
three P. M. 
The vibration was undulating from 
south to north, and lasted Hilly live seconds. 


In prosecuting some earthworks connected with 
the Hauau Railway the workers have found, about 
half a league to the east of the Frankfort station 
some Roman graves, containing highly adorned 
dishes of term sigaiato. One small copper com 
was also discovered, supposed to date from tbe time 
of Julius Csesar. As no relics of the ancient Romans 
have ever been found in the immediate vicinity of 
Frankfort, though a great number of horse shoes 
tombstones, and other objects have been discovered 
at Ilodelheim, a league to the west of the city, there 
is reason to believe the conjecture well rounded that, 
in the time of the Romans, the high road iroiu 
Mayence to the Taunus fortresses on the Nidda 
turned off in a northerly direction to avoid the 
marshy plain in which Frankfort is situated. 


A curious letter has been received by the Academy 
of Sciences of Paris from M. P. Leroux, in which he 
showed that certain rarefled gaseous substances 
known to assume various colors when enclosed in 
tubes provided with conducting 'wires at eaci end 
and rendered luminous by an electric current, will 
present the same phenomena by mere Induction— 
tliat is, by the influence of a current not passing 
through the tube, but close to It, and even with a 
certain interval between. In another paper now 
sent in by the same writer he endeavors to prove, 
not without some reason, that this induction must

The 
faster it spins round the greater 13 the luminosity 
produced. In the course of his experiments the 
author lias remarked that glass might be charged 
with electricity with the same ease by jraseouscon- 
'ductors as by metallic ones. This is so true that ne 
has been enabled to construct a sort or Iiyden lar 
in which the metallic armatures, ore replaced by 
strata of rarefied gag.

the fact. Everything points to the latter city as the

They have also concerted measures with 
the adjoining owners of certain homestead and 
ranche tracts, by which these suburbs of the Golden 
city are to be treated in tne manner which has 
given so much lustre and attraction to the upper 
portion of the city of JJew York. 


The boulevard system as developed here is to be 
applied to the metropolis of the Pacific. We Hear 
already of the Forest Parks and Tropical Gardens 
or San Francisco. With the wonder/ui climate and 
resources of the locality there is no reason why they 
should not In time equal anything else of the kind. 
There are the Boulevard Sail Francisco, the .Boule- 
vard San, Bruno, the Boulevard San Jose the 
Boulevard San Miguel—all so new and strange, and 
yet credibly promising to occupy tneir places with the 
grand and classic drives aad thoroughfares of the 
older centres of population in the great cities of the 
world. There is not a doubt that San Francisco must 
rapidly Increase in population (at present some 
200,000). The rise of Cnicago or Cincinnati must be 
but a very inadequate measure ol ite growth. Then 
think of tne class of improvements. The ouiidmgs 
necessarily detached, and, to a large extent two 
and a hair stories higii. because of the appreiiension 
about earthquakes. This will spread tne city in 
tae Asiatic manner over a vast area, and the 
nature of the Pacific coast precluding any rival 
cities, the shape of San Francisco niiiat take 
colossal proportions. Population is now rushing in 
there by every available conveyance. The older 
States vie with Europe and-Asia in pouring tlieir 
thoasands into the vortex. By the compound mum- 
plication resulting from this San Francisco must 
rank with tue first class cities of the world m ten 
jears, having at least a million of inhabitants. 
Should they benefit by the experience ol the older 
cities, and take a timely opportunity lor mapping 
out and arranging tneir cities upon the best models 
the opportunity may materially contribute -to 
the creation of a greatly nnprovea civiliza- 
tion.

course it is not to 
be 
won- 
dered at that speculation in real estate should 
sustain itself in san Francisco. The prospects of 
the city are so obvious, and it appears that tue com- 
mon people are the most active la proceeding upon 
this conviction. Tne laborers and mechanics, tae 
cooks, the barbers and the chambermaids all specu- 
late m lots, and seein to treai their investments pre- 
cisely as the same class do the savings banks here. 
Taere is accordingly a special law m California 
wlucn provides for a homestead system the peculiar 
operation ol which authorizes the formation of 
corporations for holding and selling unimproved 
tracts in homestead lots, aud the payment for 
tne same in instalments as well as the transfer 
of the rights of tlie parties in tue manner of corpo- 
ration shares. The results of this law have proved 
most salutary. It nas cleared up and settled titles 
in a responsible manner; it has broken up and sub- 
divided indefinitely tne ownership of tracts of land 
which have been thus brought m0re speedily Into 
market and Into improvement; it has, in fact, ad- 
justeu the sale and transfer of lauds upon a basis 
WDicH avoids.delay and expense, and throws tne 
whole field of operations open to a range which may 
yet become as active, facile and extended as tuo 
sroct market."

Execution of William Edwards (or the Murder 


of IiOBb Wilson, In 8t. Xionl*. 


Tne telegraph has already communicated tae 


fact of tB« execution, on Friday iast,x)r William 
Edwaidj, for tbe murder of Louis Wilson, la St. 
tools. The following, from the St. Louis Democrat 
of tbe 23d instant, gives some Interesting particulars 
of the case and tbe condition of the condemned the 
night before his exaention:- 


Wiliiam Edwards, wlio is condemned to die upon 


the gallows to-day lor the murder of Looia Wilson, 
appears to be resigned to his fate. Rev. Mr. FecK, a 
colorea Baptist auukter, spent some time with him 
in Ills ecu yesterday, preparing Mm for the dreadful 
ordeal through which lie will pass, unless the 
Governor should Interpose executive clemency. Of 
tais were seems to be liKle hope, aa but feeble 
eitorts nave been made to behalf of tne condemned 
re an. 


Ttte murder was committed last winter at a ball, 
and ttie cause was a colored girl named Nancy 
Thompson, whom Edwards claims aa Us lawful 
wue, but who now says sue was never-married to 
him, 


Tlie testimony on the trial was that Wilson had 
sttucS Hancy, and Edwards resented it by stabblnjr 
hioi with a knife. Edwarus Himself gives a different 
version of tne affair. His statement 13 as follows:— 
I lived In a room of a house occupied by William 
WaUer and wile and Mrs. Phillips, i and Borne 
others gave a ban, and Wilson came to It. I had my 
wtis there; was married to her at Lexington. The 
fight took place about twelve o'clock, isaucy (my 
wife) was on the floor wish Wilson tnatang up a set. 
Wilson made an insultiag proposal to her, and she 
told him sae ivasn't that sort of a, woman. He said

AT TilE SCAFFOLD.

Another or those revolting scenes which, have 


come novra to us from barbarous ages was enacted 
uere this afteraooa, and has caused a saadder to 
pervade tne entire community. A poor negro boy, 
wilU bat a moiety of intelligence, expatiated the 
crime of murder upon tne aauows. 
William Edwards, alias Koach, at a ball last win- 


ter, defended his wile against the insults and blows 
of another negro man named Lewis Wilson, and in 
tue aifvay, in wluch three or four men struct, beat 
an* stamped upon Edwards, ne stabbed and tilled 
Wilson. He was tried and convicted of ttie murder, 
and about a month ago was respited oy tne Governor, 
but to-day suffered tue penalty of the law. 
Had he 


been white he never wouia Have been convicted, for 
no jury could have been found wno would nave 
found him guilty under the circumstances; but as 
he was "only a nigger," and a poor one at tnafc, he 
was adjudged a proper victim for tne gibbet, tjeve- 
ral efforts nad been made to iirocura a commutation 
of tne sentence, but Governor McClurg Had turned a 
deaf ear to ttte appeals in behalf of the culprit. 


Tnis morning tn« District Attorney, Chief or 
Pohce and the County Marshal telegraphed tke gov- 
ernor that Edwards did not deserve to hang: tnat 
the ends of justice would ba suoserved by commut- ' 
ing his sentence to imprisonment for life, to which 
the following cold-blooded reply was received,— 
"i.aws are safeguards only wlica strictly enforced." 
And ao tlie execution went on.

The trial uy a su-c»ied Ecclesiastical Court of Rev. 
Charles Edward Ct-ney for certain alleged viola- 
tions or duty, was irought to a sudden termination 
by a writ of injutction from the Superior Court of 
Chicago. Ia suinj out this writ, Mr. Cheney flies 
a long bill in ch»icery against the several members 
ofthe] Eccle3;astcal Court in which many serious and 
substantial avejments are set lorch. Those going to 
tlie gist of the patter so far as the Ecclesiastical Court 
is concerned are briefly:—That the preliminary 
proceedings JpHnst nun were iniormal,',rusufllcient, 
ana, based on the personal ill will or the bishop, 
prejudiCia'to a fair trial; that the appointment or 
assessors the members of the court) was unlawful 
and invsid; tnat hia rights, clearly given to him by 
law Wf.e disregarded by this unlawful and invalid 
court- Jiat no sufficient charse has been preferred 
asatnft him; that the members of the court, so 
callert have confederated together for his Injurv and 
are 
utterly 
unfit 
to 
sit 
as has triers. 


Xu&'e 
are 
other objections 
to 
the proceed- 
ings 
and 
the 
members 
of 
the 
so-called 
ecclesiastical court, stated in Mr. Cheney's bill, and 
jj may well be believed that the Superior Court did 
ao't hesitate in granting the writ. Those who have 
observed the proceedings of the so-called Ecclesias- 
tical Court have noticed that they were contrary to 
the general ideas of common justice, and even de- 
cency. Snob, evident determination to carry oat a 
predetermined course with a high hand would arouse 
a storm against an authorized court of law, beiore 
whicn it could not stand. Mr. Cheney, in rebelling 
against ecclesiastical despotism and pretension is 
performing a duty of importance to the public and 
to the State; for under our Institutions and laws 
ecclesiastical courts are in reality unknown except 
by courtesy. The church is subject to the common 
law or the land, not the law or the land to the 
chorea. 


The presiding officer of the Ecclesiastical Court, 
upon the service or the writ of Injunction yesterday, 
remarked that the court would stand adjourned till 
to-day at two o'clock- It is supposed it will go oa 
with "ttis trial" notwithstanding the Injunction. 
Having already violated the canon law of the 
Church, being m existence contrary thereto; having 
decided against the common law, it now proposes 
to preserve the consiateilcy or KB illegality and brave 
the civil law otjlie State of Illinois. If this be done, 
we taKc It, Judge Jameson will not bo long in send- 
ing a posse comitatus to these gentlemen, with an 
order for tho Imposition of tne usual pains and 
penalties consequent upon a contempt or court, 
canonical laws may bo put down in tho Interest of 
despotism, but those in the State or Illinois, never.

surrender the office to Una as soon as an inventory 
oi the public proaerw in his charge, valued at about 
SMO,0-j<), could ba taten and receipted for. 


About teuo'eiocSyesterday morning itr, Clark, ac- 
comoanied by ifr. Tuos, Baziea, formerly hi3 clerk, 
and ex-Alderman H. Judge Moore, advanced into the 
office of the Collector, in which Dr. A. G. and Alder- 
man T. J. Mackey were sitting. After the salutations 
of the day were -exchanged ilr. Clark informed Dr. 
Macsey that he had doly considered ais letter of 
the day before, refusing to deliver up tbe office or 
Collector until scneffule statement of all propersy 
on hand were drawn and doJy receipted for, and 
said he hereby took possession of tne oaice of Col- 
lector, and lie wouia not permit him (Dr. ilackey) to 
sign or ace as Collector. 


i>r. Haukey, who was sitting in his easy chair, 
wituhis leec elevated at an angle or forty-five de- 
grees, replied:—Mr. Ciari, you had better wait until 
your permission is ask-eu before you presume to re- 
luse it. I'oii may sign y oarsc-ir Collector of tie Port 
or Tycoon of Japan, ii that suits your fancy; butil 
shall assert my aumonty as Collector of the Port 
until I have taken inventories of all property in my 
possession, and received duplicate receipts for the 
same. 


Mr. Clark then sent a. message to Mr. Groves, 
Depuly Collector, req.ue3tinsr an interview in the 
Collector's office. When Mr. Groves appeared Mr. 
Clark handed him his commission to read, at the 
same time exclaiming, "I amjOollector, sir; will you 
obey my orders?" 


Mr. Groves mildly, but firmly replied, "I am tha 
deputy of Br. MaoKey aud snail oasy his orders, 
as my authority is derived solely Irom hun." Mr. 
Clark then said, "You aie no longer Deputy Collec- 
tor." 


After this side affair tae colloquy was resumed be- 
tween the o& iti-tci'tin, and aiZ oitieran Collector, dur- 
ing which Dr. Mackey explained his position by tha 
following illustration:—"auppoae, Mr. Clark, that I 
should comply wita yonr demand, and should sur- 
render the Custom House wultout first making out 
my schednlar statements and latcng receipts from 
you for every article; then suppose that to-mor- 
row you should 
order f^ or twenty pipes 
or brandy 
from 
the sovenment stores into 


your own private store, aud should appropriate 
them to your own use. Kowl,08ing out or ofllca, 
woold be powerless to prevat tuis transaction, 
while at the same time I and my bondsmen wonld 
be held responsible for the ioS of this property, lor 
I have receipted for ic and tjauid not have any re- 
ceipt from you to protect nu asainst the claim for 
indemnity. I give this lustration, not in a spirit of 
innuendo against you,butis presenting a snpposable 
case." 
Mr. Clark made some tisponse to tias, when Dr. 


Mackey said:—"Mr. ClaX the oiiice of Collector of 
the Port of Cuarleslou las heretofore been held by 
gentlemen; you have furnished a striking but natu- 
ral contrast between "eir conduct and that of an 
ex-army sutler. I wuld not and could not surren- 
der the property u?my custody without receipts, 
even to a man or h'Uor; still leas could I think or 
doing so to you, wo are a very bad specimen of that 
not very honorabs class of men, the army Busiers."

Mr. Clark, in jjply to the above not very compli- 
mentary remars. said that Dr. Mackey was scurrll- 
lous and imp'tineat, whereupon Alderman T. J, 
Mackey turue' to his brother and said:—"Doctor, be 
Kind enough°o Slve me the order, and I will kick 
theinsolentellowouu" To which Mr. Clark exci- 
tedly answc'ed, "you can't do it."

Mackey *w it would be his unpleasant duty to eject 
him, ar* he called for his four boatmen, Augustus 
Bohliner, John Davis, James W. Whlpple i white) 
and "\vn. Elliott (colored), who immediately came in! 
and, ipon being asked by Dr. Mackey whether they 
recamzed kim Or Mr. Clark as Collector an- 
sweed:—"We only recognize you, Dr. Mackey, and 
wr obey yonr orders." Dr. Mackey then turned to 
ML' Clark and reauested nim to leave, telllmr him 
tfit he was a trespasser and ne desired him to leav« 
lamedlately, to which ilr. Clark reined, "I will not 
eave; I am Collector." Dr. Mackey then took out 
us watch and said, "I give you thrse minutes to re- 
tire; if you do not leave at the expiration of that 
time, I will eject you by rorce." 


At thia point Alderman T. J. Mackev walked up to 
the table'and remarked: -"This nmteris getting 
dramatic; it has reached tne.very stage with which 
it should nave begun; I'll take notes." Mr. Clark 
replied:—"Yes, write it all oat; say tnat the order of 
the President and of the Commissioner of Customs 
13 disobeyed;" to which Dr. Mackey replied-—"That 
statement sir, is false." Mr. Clark then cahed upon 
his friends to witness what was about to take place, 
and, observing the stalwart boatmen appearing as n" 
anxious to seize him, said:—"Don't let any more 
violence be used than 13 necessary. 


As the three minutes expired Dr. Mackey told the 
boatmen to "put that man out of the room, but deal 
as tenderly as you can with hunj treat him as ir he 
were a baoy." The boatmen then gathered around 
Mr. Claik, who arose aud asKed lor his hat. Dr. 
Mackey then told the boatmen not to touch Mr. ClarS 
if he was ready to go. ''Yes,1' said Mr. Clark, -'they 
must touch me;" so they put their hands upon his 
shoulder, and he walked out of the door and out ot 
the Custom House, Alderman Mackey sarcastically 
bidding him good morning. Thus the battle ended 
for the day. 


CONCLUSION. 
It is worthy of note that tlie Commissioner of Cus- 
toms, in his letter to Dr. Maekej regarding ins sus- 
pension irom office, instead of following tne usual 
form of stating that fieorge W. Clark, Esq, "lias 
been appointed Collector,'' &c., struck out tne word 
"•appointed" from the printed form, and stated, '•(}. 
W. ClarK, Esq., Has been designated to perform ths 
duties of Collector."

tradiction can overtake it. Ue testifies that 
within the past six months the people them- 
selves, almoat unaided by the military or civil 
authorities, have succaeded in purging the 
State of almost all "its infused element of 
criminality," and to-day there is as much 
respect for law and order and of protection for 
life and property in Texas as in any State 
of the Union. He adds :—"We want Northern 
immigration and capital. We got some of it 
up to within twelve months ago; but the 
political uncertainty that has since prevailed 
stopped the flow completely. 
When finally 


restored no State in the Union will make such 
rapid progress as Texas." Let us hope that 
this prediction will ere long be fully verified.

Unlike some of 
oar small politicians, he did not hesitate to 
grant the interview and to talk freely. Directly 
the application was made by our correspond- 
ent, and the object of it made known, he 
promptly replied, "Coins at eight o'clock this 
evening;" and the great mm was taere to the 
minute. It will be remembered that on the 
occasion Count Bismarck spoke fully of the 
domestic politics of Prussia and G3rmauy, of 
the character of the Prussian Parliament, of 
his own difficulties with that body, of the want 
of comprehension of his grand and far-reach- 
ing policy, of the affairs of Europe and of the 
international relations of Prussia. In fact, 
he spoke with less reserve and more fully than 
he would have done in a State paper or ia a 
speech before the national legislature. He 
did this, too, knowing that what he said was 
to be published in America, and would go 
back to and be spread ovor Europe. Really, 
he made the HEIIALD the medium of dciiaing 
his policy, both national and international, to 
the world. In this conduct, and in his recog- 
nition of tho povrer of the press, the Prussian 
statesman showed himself as great as in his 
government of Prussia. Who will not sav 
that the press, by the aid of the telegraph and 
steam communication, is the mighty agent of 
civilization iu modern times ?

gated oil tn£ wounds attached to the Koebling man- 
sion to pay their ^st tribute of respect to the 
memory of a dibtluguisheJ CHUen and an unosten- 
tatious beaelactor. 
Shortly a.'ler one o'clock a 
si*c-al tram of live cars, containing the members 
of the East Kiver Bridge Company and about 200 
prominent citizens of Brooklyn and Ssw YorK ar- 
rived in Trenton to participate in the obsequies. At 
half-past two o'clock the Key. Mr. Gardener, of the 
Ujrniau Evangelical Lutheran church, offered up aa 
impressive prayer, alter wuich tue Rev. Dr. Hall, of 
tne First Presbyterian church, delivered the funeral 
orattou, which was an able ana fitting tnoute to the 
genius, moral character and benuuence of the de- 
ceased. 
Tue immense concourse of people then 
visited the apartment where the remains were de- 
posited, to take a last, long, lingering look on all 
that lemalned of their late benefactor and friend.

The 
lact lliat general officers and colonels of regiments 
were among the guilty ones alarmed the government, 
aud the most stringent measures were adopted to dis- 
cover to what extent the army was tainted by the 
treasonable sentiments of the claimant for the Span- 
ish crown. The officers who were charged with 
being supporters of Don Carlos were summarily 
tried and exiled to the Canary Islands. 


The Carlist movement, since the arrival of Don 


Carlos m Navarre, which, news was confirmed on 
the 22d, has become more formidable than ever. Ou 
the 20th a slight skirmish occurred at Cmflad Real 
hfrfwppn the MTIC authorities and a band of Insurrec- 
tionists ill the interest of Don Carlos. The insurgent:, 
were defeated, but the Carlist spirit was uot extin- 
guished, as we lied from the particulars of the late 
battle which has occurred at the same place, be- 
tween a still stronger force of the Carhsra under 
General Sabanegos and the government troops 
under General Tornabetl. 
The presence of Don 


Carlos in Spain, and tne communications which he 
has been able to hold with, the numerous espousers 
or his cause, is creating the greatest excitement 
throughout the peninsula, aud cannot fall to prove 
another sore thorn In tlie side of tne Spanish gov- 
ernment.

Carlos Lula Maria Fernando, Count de Montemolin, 


Is the eldest son and heir of Don Carlos, the preten- 
der, by his wife Maria Pranclsca de AssiB, daugnter 
of King John VI. of Portugal, and was born on Janu- 
ary 31, 1SI8. After the disastrous defeat of Don 
Carlos II., in 1S39, by the royal troops under Generals 
Espartero ana HSarvaez, hs retired successively to 
France and Austria, and eventually abdicated In 
favor of his eldest son, in the year 1S45.

The Public Debt—Secretary Boutwell'g Policy. 


After the present month no farther reduction of 


the public debt Is expected until October or Novem- 
?er- _ Jtie closest calculations made by the Treasury 
Department officials show tnat the reduction of the 
debt for July will be abont $9,000,009. This will 
nyKe $40,opo,0(it> of a reduction of the debt since the 
4th of March. Should fldneresa keep its hands off 
and neither reduce the taxes nor increase the ex- 
penses of the government, Secretary Boutwell hopes 
to reduce the debt about $100,000,000 during the first 
yearofhla administration ot the Treasury. Besides 
paying tie ordinary expenses of the government 
and the interest on tne public debt, the disburse- 
ments from the Treasury for the next two or three 
months will be heavy. At least $15,000,000 will be 
?aiaout for pensions, while the requisitions from 
the army on account of the Quartermaster's De- 
partment will be quite large. -It is probable 
that the purchase of- bonds will be discontinued for 
the present, by Secretary Boutwell, after next 
Wednesday, for tne reason that tne currency balance 
in the Treasury, In view of all the prospective de- 
mands upon it, 13 rather low. The amount on hand 
Is about tweaty.flve millions, which is less than the 
amount on hand at the same time last year. As 
already intimated in these despatches, the Secretary 
has no iouaadiaie prospect o£ being able to sell goldi 
He does not think he can afford to do It and Keep 
his balance up to the proper standard. Mr. Boutwell 
has adopted the plan 01 setting apart so many mil- 
lions of gold daily for the payment of tha interest oa 
tae public debt, and in tnis way he can always tell 
how much he aas to sell. It may be stated Here that 
the Secretary In his purchase of bonds aail sates of 
gold is governed entirely By the condition of the 
funds in tae Treasury, and not. aa some suppose, bj 
tua price of bonds or the premium on gold.

Your correspondent, in search of the rebellions 


Carlists who were said to liave risen at Santa Cruz 
de Campescn, arrived at the ancient town or Vittona 
on the morning of the 2d instant, 


As very few American travellers know much of 


the Basque Provinces I propose to enlighten them a 
"wee bit" on the subject; for if prognostications are 
correct we may probably ere long near something 
of these sympathizers of Don Carlos. The Basque 
Provinces consist of those provinces bordering on 
the Bay of Biscay, and they are three—calieij Alava, 
Vlzcaya and Guipuzcoa—united, termed In Spanlsii 
"La Provmcias Vascongadas." 


The Vascongadas are the Highlanders or Swiss of 


Spain, unconquerable, proud, clannish, supersti- 
tious and Carlists to the marrow. In many things, in 
language, in dress, m manners, in superstitions 
ideas, In best opinion of themselves, tney assimilate 
more, in my opinion, to the Welch. Eactt Yascon- 
gada, as every Welchman, is a descendant of a king 
or a noble or hign degree. Adam the First spoke 
Basque, though he is contended to have spoken 
Welch. Noah spoke Basque. 
The ten command- 


ments are said to have been written In Uasque; 
hence is it that these provincials are such a hand- 
some, well-favored, independent people. 
"Santos 


oaswnfes," ("We are enough") la the motto of these 
people, and is illustrated by three bands pointing to 
each other, called in their enigma, "Irurae Sat.'" 


TH8 peasants all wear either red or blue skull caps 


of coarse wool, and their wives glory in red hand- 
kerchiefs and two long tresses of hair hanging 
adown their backs (the longer the better; the vain- 
est, are those who have them dangling on the pro- 
tuberances behind). Tho men are very handsome, 
cherry-cheeked, straight and well formed; the 
\romeu are beautiful. 


These people are bound by laws similar to those 


which bind Arab encampments on' tho plalnd of 
Nedjcd, or tho Turkoman shepherds, which have 
lasted since the Cloths first entered Spain. They 
aro known by thouamoof the/ueros, or privileges.

rooels. The Civil Governor or Vittoria marched at 
the head of the detacumeut that went to the rescue. 
At the approach of the soldierv, however the insur- 
gents fled to the monntalni—tne Vicar and Ms 
brother to Pampeluna, where they were arrested on 
tlie ev cnmg of Friday. The body of the Alcalde was 
taken up and the wonnds examined. He had re- 
ceived thirty-two wounds froiu various kinds of 
weapons, most of which would have occasioned his 
death; the Alcuazil had re«eived eleven, most of them 
on the head: tne guardian civil were pierced through 
aad throuBh tho body. Thirty or the insurgents 
were wonnaed more or less severely, threb have 
since died und more aro expected to die. Between 
Thursday nlgiit and This morning forty prisoners 
were taken in the town and its vicinity who were 
recojtulied as having participated in the Insurrec- 
tion. 


The Minister or War lias given orders that they bo 


tried by court-martial in the course of next week. 
It is supposed that the Vicar and bis brother will be 
stior, and two or three others, while the rest will bo 
transferred either to Ceuta or the Balearic Isles. Tho 
a Jthorities foal that tney dare not be too severe, as 
there would be danger of an insurrection throughout 
tlie entire Basijne provinces, who ore passionately 
attached to Don canos. The Carlist not in Vittoria 
was bloodless, but it was evidence that the hostility 
to the government is increasing. Republicans in 
Andalusia, Carlists m Santa Cruz and vutoria, Car- 
tuagena and Valencia, discontented protectionists m 
caulonu, a rupture in tne Cabinet aud a falling 
aw av of parties in the Cortes, certainly present not 
a nappy picture.

Increased Pay for Army Officers.

THE WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE, 


Their Travels In California-Trip to Calistosa 


Sprlngs-TIie Geysers-Visit to the New Al. 
maden Quicksilver JJIines—HospitaUty of 
Wealthy CulUoruiuns. 


SAS FBANCISCO, July 9, 1869. 


A detailed account of the country travelled over 


by tue gentlemen composing tae Committee of Ways 
and Means since their arrival on the Pacific would 
make a book. Let me preface any reference to some 
of tne prominent points of interest by aa effort to 
allay tue anxieties of many patriotic people who 
nave the impression that tlie payment 
of the 


national debt Is to be seriously delayed by the deple- 
tion of the public treasury to enable tats committee, 
with tneir wives and tlanghters, to Save a summer's 
travel and a jollification generally by saying that, In 
tiie first place, their wives and daughters didn't 
come, and, in the second place, no portion of the 
expenses of tlie trip west or the Missouri, except, 
jeraapa, ror board during the" days of actual ses- 
sion for tne purpose or taking testimony, is a matter 
of public charge. 


The first departure for an excursion of any magni- 


tude after reachinj San Francisco was to the Gey- 
sers. Two hours by steamer brought us to the head 
oi the bay, ac the town of Taliejo. Two hours fur- 
ther, by tn» Kapa Vailey Railroad to its terminus, 
landed the party at the Calistoga Springs. Nobody 
who counts tue hot springs in CaliTornia will be sur- 
pnscd at earthquakes or any ottier internal commo- 
tion in this country. Calistoga, from us easy access 
to San Francisco, has become a fashionable water- 
ing place. The grounds are nicely laid out, witn the 
usual arrangement oi a central large building and 
cottages all around. Tie principal draw back is the 
aeat of the climate and lack of shade, winch, is an 
essential in tiiis country of no rains for six months, 
with the surface or the ground as dry and and to its 
appearances as the crater.or a volcuno. The oro-

As a banking institution th« 
averaiie amount of coin passed over its counter 
durlutt the past year has been $66.000,000 per 
month. But the general belief ia that the Dank con- 
trols everything; that if has ihe contiol ot hnudreds 
of thousands 01 acres or land, of tho theatres, of the 
mar-afactories; that it controls the stock opera- 
tions in the mines, and m cattle, horses and sfieen- 
that Its agents and operations are everywhere' 
through Calllorma, Oregon and Nevada, and GO to 
the extent of controlling the political nominations 
and elections of both parties wherever It chooses to 
Interfere. To what extent this description may ex- 
aggerate the influence of tho bank l am not sure- 
there Is no doubt of the lact that It has a much' 
lamer proportionate power than any railroad corpo-

Back to San Joa« for a grand dinner at tlie Acze- 
raia Bouse, presided over by Mr. iiatterworth. for- 
merly of your Slate, now manager ol the New Aima- 
deuuuucs. The uuxt morumit was spent m an in- 
spection or the mines, twelve milea distant, and the 
aiternoon In a visit to ths country residences of 
wealthy Caurormana, between Saa "Jost; aart San 
Francisco. They are all new places, even in compari- 
son with the age of the country, which dates its set- 
tlement back oaly twetity years: tnt they demon- 
sirate that nature sjinpatinzes with the Californlaus 
la maKing this the lastest country on which the snn 
ever snoue. Our first visit was to the country seat 
or the Barren Brothers, en old Spanish-Mexican 
banking house, wealthy when they came to Califor- 
nia, and immensely wealthy now. As a single item 
of income, they a few years ago received $120,000 
"fer their claim to the New Alraadsn mines. Two 
bachelor brothers, seven years ago, commenced to 
improve this place; it had the advantage of groves 
of mammoth live oak trees; otherwise whatever was 
accomplished must be the result ol culture. The 
water f or Irrigation was brought seven miles from 
the mountains in pipes, a reservoir to glve>liead for 
fountains, Ac., being located on the way at an alti- 
..tnde of 250 feet above their grounds. The house is a 
line, spacious mansion, lusnnanay furnished: bnt 
the grounds are a marvel of beauty, Including deer 
park, flsh ponds, extensive lawns of grass tliat 
seems all the sreeuer ror thQ parched and burned anr. 
race of the country about It. There are orchards of 
almonds and black pepper, and the ornamental trees 
and shrubbery Include varieties from China, Japan, 
the bandwlch Islands, Chlie and Australia, In addi- 
tion to nearly all the varieties common m the East. 
The next place visited was that of a Mr. Ath'crton, 
a Bostonian, wno first made a fortune m Mexico 
came to California in Its early settlement and has 
since acquired a princely income; then the places of 
selby aud Haywar*, ol San Francisco. A general 
description or one will answer for them all. Nlcht 
brought us to the country residence of W. 0. .Ralston 
cashier of the Bank of California. Kalston's place 
la newer that that of Barren's and the others I have 
named, and ms grounds lack the advantage of three 
or four years' growth of trees and shrubbery but 
his nouSe an3 Its snrroundlnjEa have-been con- 
structed for tho purpose of furnlahlng the facilities 
required for dispensing hospitalities on the scale of 
a Caiii'ornlan's ideas of what the word means. The 
house, ample in Its accommodations for a hundred 
guests, is ntted up and furnished as far as practicable 
with the native woods of California, several of 
which, (and especially the laurel) are susceptible of 
very high polish, and beautiful in their color and 
texture. Every room Is a study of Itself. Eighty 
blooded horses m his stable add to the capacity ol 
the establishment for furnishing entertainment to 
his Kuesta, and everything else is on the same scale. 
I will not undertake a description of our dinner, nor 
of the ride 01 twenty miles to San Francisco the next 
morning; nor have i time at this writing to detail ihe 
Various nunor excursions to tlie fgrnflcations wound 


Almost the flrst subject to which the attention of 


the committee was invited on their arrival was the 
Chinese question. A vessel had arrived a, day or 
two before, bringing l,soo Chinese emigrants. Who 
were greeted on their lauding with stones, brickbats 
and every description of unhospitaluy. There are 
now something over 65,ooO or tnese people in the 
country. A million will come next year if they are 
wanted, and the almost universal topic or discussion 
is whether they are wanted or not. ihe Irish laborer 
on the Pacific regards a Chinaman with exactly the 
same sentiment of disgust that fills his bosom in the 
Ease on tae appearance of a. -'nagur," and most of 
the physical outrages comnutted upon poor John are 
by this ciass or American citizens; but ihe legislation 
ofthebtateand the decisions or the Judiciary are 
all against him. He is made to pay a capltaaon tax 
on landing of three dollars, another miner's tax or 
flve dollars a year, if he works in the mines, end a 
penalty of eight dollars lor going out of the ccun- 
try-_*JU"s,a Fle!ds or tae 'r"«ed States Supreme 
(Joint, holding Circuit Court here, declines to adinit 
him to naturalization on the ground, serlousl? ex- 
pressed ma ionual judicial opinion, that he is an 
Indian. His oath as a witness is not taken in any 
court, and he is robued and neaien and maltreated 
by anybody who chooses, without any possibility of 
redress, And yet li, is the unanimous testimony of 
everybody chat without this description of cheap 
labor California would go to the dogs. AS a miner 
he la eiamentiysuccessiul. He wares over ths worn- 
out 
and discarded placers and 
obtains 
a 
remuneration that satisfies him. 
About four ont 
or 
ten

the deposits 
of 
bullion 
are 
made by Chinamen—usually to comnaratlvely small 
amounts, bnt reaching a large sum In the aggregate. 
Nine-tenths of the duties paid into tue Custom Hous" 
on importations from China are paid oy tho natives 
01 that country. Half a million Oi duties is paid on 
tha single article of oolam lor snioKiusr puroo^es 
The receipts of the Paeulc Mail Steamship Cotupany 
to Clilna, outside the government subsldv come 
alrnoat exclusively from Chinamen. SeverafwooUen 
manufactories, employing from xoa to suo hands 
each, are run proatably by Chinese labor and the 
i&jnmoay of the superintendents istuat the men 
work not only ror leas wages, but learn sooner and 
work with more faithfulness and inceuuity tnan aav 
other class of persona. And the same is true 01 them 
as household servants and as laborers ia every 
capacity.
